IBRARY DESIGN IN ENGLAND was for more than 400 years 
dominated by the custom of chaining books. A chained 
book cannot be read unless there is some kind of desk or table 
on which to rest it within the length of the chain; that decided the 
structure of the bookcase. Again, since a chained book cannot 
be moved to the window, the window must be near the book; 
that determined the plan of the building. ‘The fact that books 
were chained conditioned the structure and development of the 
historic English libraries down to the eighteenth century; even 
where, as at Cambridge after 1626, chaining began to be disused. 
At Oxford, the last College to abandon chaining was Magdalen, 
in 1799. 
The development here studied is analogous to that evolution 
of structure which the biologist loves to trace. ‘The individual

A brief account, without illustrations, is also given of chained 
books at Winchester Cathedral, Chirbury, Guildford Grammar 
School, and Denchworth; and of the library at Enkhuizen, in 
Holland. 

Canon Streeter’s studies in this field began in connection with 
a restoration of the Chained Library at Hereford Cathedral, in 
the course of which dramatic discoveries were made, within the 
Cathedral itself, of missing parts of the original fittings. Lured 
on by the fascination of discovery, he continued his explorations 
in libraries elsewhere. Mr. Norman Ault then joined in the 
chase, and is mainly responsible for discoveries at Cambridge and 
Lincoln, which are of far-reaching importance for the understand- 
ing of library evolution in England. In the result it was found 
practicable to do on paper, for most of the libraries discussed, 
what had been done in concrete fact at Hereford—to restore them 
(at least in part) to their original form.

The earliest printed Bible, and, almost, if not, the earliest piece of Huropean 
type-printing; it is generally, though not conclusively, ascribed to Gutenberg. Many 
English bibliographers regard it as more probably the work of Gutenberg’s former 
partner, Johann Fust, and Fust’s son-in-law, Peter Schoeffer. 

The Bible is known variously as the Gutenberg Bible, from its supposed printer ; 
the 42-line Bible, to distinguish it from the later 36-line Bible, also ascribed to 
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Gutenberg; and, the Mazarin Bible, from the first recognised copy having been 
discovered in the library of Cardinal Mazarin. 

There are no means of definitely fixing a date for the printing of this Bible, 
the copy in the Bibliothéque Nationale of Paris, has, however, a manuscript note in 
which Henricus Cremer, Vicar of St. Stephen’s at Mainz, states that he finished 
rubricating and binding it on 24th August, 1456. Copies must naturally have been 
on sale for some time before this date. The still earlier date of 1453 is written on 
leaf 324b of a copy in the Buchgewerbe museum at Leipzig; it is however doubtful 
whether this refers to the date of printing.

The importance and artistic merit of English printing between 1790 and 1820 
has never until now been adequately recognized.

The Collector of Incunabula and the Student of Typography will find in this 
collection, the only one of its kind, ample material for comparing the esthetic, as 
well as the historical, values of the earliest European presses. In his interesting 
and concise English text, Konrad Haebler, probably the most expert authority on 
the subject of Incunabula, gives a clear bibliographical outline of the works from 
which his Original Leaves were taken, and adds interesting and all-important details 
on the influence of the various printers one on the other; mentioning similar ‘‘ cuts 
of types ’’ used in different presses. 

In Part I, 110 Original German Incunabula Leaves. were chosen from some of 
the most beautiful and epoch-making books issued by the famous presses of 
Augsburg, Bamberg, Basle, Blaubeuren, Cologne, Esslingen, Freiburg, Hagenau, 
Heidelberg, Mainz, Meissen, Memmingen, Nuremberg, Passau, Reutlingen, Speier, 
Strassburg, Tuebingen, Ulm and Wuerzburg. 

In Part II, the 110 Original Leaves are specimens from some of the world- 
known Italian Incunabula issued by the famous presses in Bologna, Brescia, 
Cremona, Ferrara, Florence, Milan, Mantova, Naples, Padova, Parma, Pavia, Reggio 
d’Emilio, Rome, Treviso, Venice, Verona and Vicenza’. 

In Part ITI, the shortest but not the least interesting of the series, because 
of the extreme rarity of some of its specimens, includes 60 Original Incunabula 
Leaves (one being a beautiful genuine Caxton), taken from some of the rarest and 
most famous books printed in Netherlands: (Antwerp, Delft, Deventer, Louvain, 
Utrecht and Zwolle); France : (Lyons, Paris, Rouen, Poitiers, Toulouse and Vienne) ;

Isach original Leaf is nicely mounted, with an explanatory label. Only 100 
copies were issued of the English Edition, and but one or two sets remain. 

It is most interesting to note that Haebler’s Collection of Incunabula Leaves, 
though of an important chronological and historical interest, is even more an 
attempt at illustrating the Progress, Art and Perfection, attained and surpassed, of 
the First Printers, than to form what might be called a specimen-album of famous 
books issued during the fifteenth century.

This work is extremely important for American bibliographers, and is generally 
cited under the name of Pinelo, which was a surname adopted by Antonio de Leon 
named ‘‘ The Chronicler of the Indies.’’ 

The author was born in Peru, and educated at Lima. He wrote many 
important works, which for the most part only exist in manuscript. 

The circumstances of the early life of Antonio de Leon Pinelo are still 
obscure. Available sources offer very little definite information; but it is inferred 
from statements in his ‘ Life of Santo Toribio’ that his childhood and youth were 
passed in Lima, and that with his younger brothers, Juan and Diego, he studied 
at the University of San Marcos. Having completed his studies at the University, 
he went to Spain; there his talents in learning were recognised, and he was 
appointed relator of the Council of the Indies.’? — (Dr. Moses, ‘‘ Spanish Colonial

His studies therefore have drawn attention to many printers whose merits had 
not hitherto been recognised by those collectors whose appreciation of books is based 
upon historical considerations. 


There are many books, rare, and thus valuable enough as examples of this or 
that printer’s development, or as exhibiting various bibliographical or typographical 
minutiae, but which are neither composed in a satisfactory type nor agreeably set 
on the page, 

And although an undeniable interest, not to say fascination, attaches to nearly 
every member of that class of books known as incunabula, i.e. books published 
during the fifteenth century, it cannot be gainsaid that very many of the productions 
of this period are more conspicuous for their archaeological than for their aesthetic 
interest. 


A volume of first-class facsimiles selected in accordance with a high typo- 
graphical standard has not previously been available, therefore collectors and amateurs 
of books of the fifteenth century will be grateful for Mr. Morison’s volume.

The collection dealt with is of considerable importance, by reason of the 
extreme rarity of a number of the works which find a place in it. 

It describes 154 items. Of these 182 formed part of the famous Althorp 
Library, acquired by Mrs. Rylands in 1892, which was built up by the second Earl 
Spencer in the first half of last century. The remaining 22 have been acquired by

The introductory part of the theory of bibliography has been reduced to a 
chapter of 35 pages dealing with the ‘‘ History of Biblography,’’ while the biblio- 
graphical records have been increased by 218 pages, making a total of 496 pages 
containing some 6,000 items.

The general arrangement is by countries, and the volumes contain the presses of 
the several towns in chronological order of their coming into existence, beginning 
with the Bamberg press of Albrecht Pfister, who was the first fifteenth century 
printer to use illustrations in his books.

Thereto is added a tabulated register of the books described 
giving year, title, size, number of leaves and woodcuts, the respective number of 
the Hain and Copinger catalogues, and the name of the libraries possessing the 
book in question. Owing to its arrangement by printers and its purely iconographic 
standpoint the text alone of the present publication will be a very valuable comple- 
ment to the Complete Catalogue of all known incunabula. 

Apart from its intrinsic value for the investigation of fifteenth century printing, 
this publication may also claim to become one of the most comprehensive pictorial 
encyclopaedias ever published on a special branch of the fine arts.

Volume IT. of this work, richly illustrated, comprising the books on the same 
subject printed after the year 1500 and before the year 1601, is in the press. 

This anthology of the Thirst of Man among all nations and in all times is a 
work of considerable interest and value to all students of social history, folk-lore 
and civilization. 

The author is not content to give a list of books which deal with viticulture, 
the art of wine-making, and drinking customs: he also gives much information of 
great bibliographical value, .as well as some most interesting data about the authors 
and the contents of their books. 

But Mr. Simon goes much farther : he has included in this first volume, which 
deals entirely with Incunabula, a great number of rare books, mostly from his own 
collection, which nobody would have expected to find in such an anthology, books 
such as Gutenberg’s Bible, the works of Homer and Horace, Chaucer and Gower, 
Lucan and Juvenal, Ovid and Pliny, Seneca and Cicero, Livy, Virgil and others. 
And from all such books the author has distilled the wine they contained. He 
explains what wines were the Yayin, Schechar, Tirosh, Ahsis, Khemer, Khomets, 
Messech, Shevahrim, of the Bible and what were the wines of Chaucer’s Canterbury 
Tales, the Candye, Claret,,Claree, Grenache, Hippocras, Hydromel, Lepe, Malvoisie, 
Must, Oxymel, Piements, Romaney, Ribolle and Vernage. 

This first volume is illustrated with 60 facsimile reproductions of front pages, 
woodcuts and other examples of early typographic art, all from books in the author’s 
collection.

It is doubtful whether any other publication of the Grolier Club has been 
more carefully planned or more beautifully produced than this. 

The translation and preparation of the text have been done by George B. Ives, 
the well-known editor and translator of Montaigne’s Essays and of Bernard’s Life 
of Tory. The book hag been designed, and seen through the press of William Edwin 
Rudge. by Bruce Rogers. 

The volume is a tall quarto (84 x 121 inches) of 230 pages, printed from the 
Centaur type designed by Mr. Rogers. The edition consists of three hundred and 
ninety copies on American woven rag paper. It is bound in half parchment, lettered 
in gold, the sides covered with a paper in a diaper pattern of alternating fleurs-de-lys 
and thistles, designed for the book by Mr. Rogers. The general arrangement of the 
type pages follows that of the original edition of 1529, but no attempt has been 
made to reproduce Tory’s typography exactly. Tory’s marginal notations have 
been replaced in this edition by short explanatory notes by Mr. Ives, who has also 
contributed sixteen pages of commentary, which are printed at the end of the 
volume. Tory’s own ‘‘ Tables ’’ at the beginning of the book serve as an Index, 
the entries having been translated and numbered to accord with the pagination of 
the present edition. 

In a memorandum about the illustrations and diagrams, of which there are 
one hundred and thirty, Mr. Rogers says :—‘‘ Instead of copying mechanically the 
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Tory (Geoffroy)—continued. 
imperfections due to over-inking and bad printing, which in the first edition must 
have caused Tory many a sigh of dissatisfaction, I have tried to reproduce the 
originals more accurately by re-drawing them over photographic enlargements. The 
results, while not strictly facsimiles, more nearly approximate the original designs

This remarkable collection contains over 4,200 Hebrew MSS., the earliest of 
which are dated 640 and 832; there are volumes of dated fragments for every century 
thereafter, the eleventh and twelfth being the most bulky. There is an autograph 
Response of Maimonides, some chapters of the Hebrew Ecclesiasticus, Gaonica, 
Saadyana, and historical matter of the first importance. 

Most of the items were collected in the course of travels in Egypt, Palestine 
(including Jerusalem and Damascus), Corfu, Morocco, Algeria, Persia, Central Asia, 
Turkey, the Balkans, Spain, Portugal, Russia, and North and South America, from 
the year 1888; whilst some of the manuscripts were inherited from the collector’s 
father and brother, two of Britain’s Chief Rabbis. 

Among the literary curiosities, connected with Anglo-Jewish history, are a 
document between Richemus de Gobert and John de Aldefelde (Oldfield) about the 
Monastery of St. Mary and the Holy Angels—which was unearthed, along with 
numerous other fragments, in the Geniza, ‘‘ that famous lumber-room of the ancient 
Synagogue of Old Cairo ’’; Manuscripts written by the Da Costa Athias, who founded 
the Hebrew Collection at the British Museum; Hebrew Odes and Elegies for English 
Monarchs and Princes, etc. 

The facsimiles given in the Catalogue will be of use to other collectors and 
students, fragments of important lost works, such as the Saadya, being given in order 
to assist others in their identification, ag the treasures of the Geniza are scattened 
among many great libraries, especially in Cambridge, Oxford, and the British 
Museum. It should be mentioned that some of the MSS., although written in 
Hebrew characters are not in the Hebrew language, but in Greek, Persian, German, 
etc. There are three indices: Subjects, Names, and a Geographical Index.

The significance of the Islamic book in its many aspects, calligraphy, minia- 
tures, illumination, ornamentation, binding and so forth has long ago been estab- 
lished. It must be recognised nevertheless that publications dealing with this 
subject have been either general works on Islamic art, or else when they have dealt 
with the Islamic book the authors have been compelled to omit the early period before 
the thirteenth century on account of the small amount of material at their disposal. 
This difficulty was marked particularly in the case of Islamic illumination because 
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the earliest known miniatures can rarely be dated earlier than the thirteenth century. 

Examples of illumination of an earlier period have been brought to light only 
comparatively recently by discoveries of papyri in Egypt. It has been the special 
endeavour of Professor A. Grobmann in the University of Prague, as it were, to 
rediscover them here and to bring them together in a definite synthesis. 

Part I. of the present publication embraces therefore the early period from the 
twelfth to thirteenth century and deals with miniatures, pen-drawings, book-orna- 
mentation, single leaf prints and bindings. Sir Thomas W, Arnold has dealt with 
the later period from the thirteenth to the eighteenth century. 

The first part, divided into three chapters, provides the basis necessary for 
the appreciation of the evolution of the art of book decoration and bookbinding. 
The second part, forming seven chapters, constitutes a history of book-illumination 
beginning with the remnants of Persian painting through the Mogul and Timurid 
period up to the work of Bihzad and his school and to Rizah Abbasi and the decay 
of Persian painting. 

The last three chapters deal with Islamic painting in India and Turkey as well 
as with the craft of book-making in recent times. 

‘‘ The Islamic Book ’’ therefore constitutes the first exhaustive work on the 
art of the Islamic book throughout twelve centuries and it gives the subject the 
historic background from which the craft emanated. The wealth of documentary 
sources, a great part of which is published here for the first time, adds enormously 
to the value of the text which is supported by a magnificent set of plates of which 
many are also published for the first time. The very greatest care has been 
bestowed upon the reproductions and ten plates are printed in colour to convey the 
splendour of the originals. 

Every library and museum, every collector and every student of Islamic 
painting and illumination and of the art of the book in general, will find this book a 
necessary asset. It will hardly be possible to find another book which deals so 
exhaustively with the subject and in a manner so readily intelligible. The plates 
make this work even more indispensable as they bring together valuable and 
scattered material of which an appreciable portion is published for the first time 
in this limited and numbered edition.

This work is intended to give, in a series of folio volumes, the detailed descrip- 
tion of the whole of iUluminated manuscripts preserved in Austria. Besides biblio- 
graphical data, much stress is laid on the analysis and appreciation of the codices 
from the artistic and historical points of view. In the majority of cases the 
manuscripts have been ascertained as to date and place of origin. The large amount 
of reproductions—the 13 volumes hitherto published contain 1720 text illustrations 
and 309 plates—make this publication a standard work on the art of mediaeval book 
painting. Indeed, there is hardly any style or school which is not abundantly 
illustrated in the work, and this fact is not to be wondered at when we consider 
the mass of beautifully executed manuscripts the public and monastic libraries of 
the once Austrian Empire can boast of.

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Out of the large number of manuscript depositaries existing in Steiermark only 
two are treated in this volume: Admont and Vorau. 

The Benedictine convent of Admont was founded in 1074 and its library contains 
nowadays 96,500 volumes, 1,100 of which are manuscripts. The library of the 
Augustine canons at Vorau is also rich in manuscripts, part of which go back to 
the tenth century. 

In the present volume Paul Buberl describes 221 different manuscripts. One 
hundred and seventy-seven are of Austrian, respectively German origin, 29 came 
from Italy, 18 from France, and two are Arabic manuscripts. Chronologically, two 
manuscripts belong to the tenth century, five to the eleventh, 128 to the twelfth, 
26 to the thirteenth, 36 to the fourteenth, 28 to the fifteenth, and six to the sixteenth 
respectively seventeenth century, the bulk of the manuscripts thus covering the 
Romanesque and Gothic periods. 

The text is remarkable for exhibiting some new results which will be of general 
importance for our knowledge of manuscripts: Here we find for the first time 
extensive descriptions of the miniatures contained in the three celebrated Admont 
codices, the great Bible, the Paduan missal, and the antiphonary of Wyschehrad. 
Furthermore there have been traced groups of illuminators or miniature schools 
which hitherto were little known or had entirely escaped attention, such as the 
school of Admont illuminators of the twelfth century, the school of Vorau and 
Salzburg in the thirteenth century, and the Vorau school of the fifteenth century.

The Bibliotheca Rossiana takes its name from its founder, the Italian Count 
Gian Francesco de Rossi (d. 1854), who was one of the most distinguished bibliophiles 
of the 19th century. Count Rossi’s library contained about 2,500 incunabula and 
1,203 manuscripts, the greater part of the latter having once been in possession of 
the Cardinal Capranica (1400 to 1458). No wonder that most of the manuscripts 
described in the volume are of Italian provenance. There are in all 338 Italian 
illuminated manuscripts that pass in review, in addition to 34 German, 39 French, 
nine Flemish, four oriental, two byzantine and one English manuscript. As to time 
of execution, 11 manuscripts date from the eleventh century, eight from the twelfth, 
23 from the thirteenth, 91 from the fourteenth, 234 from the fifteenth, 28 from the 
sixteenth, and 13 from the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries. The majority of 
the miniatures are executed in the style of the early Italian Renaissance art. 

Many manuscripts are of outstanding importance. We meet with a missal 
executed in the 11th century at Tegernsee and closely related in style to the famous 
Cracow evangeliary of Henry IV. There are Ulrich Schreier’s prayer-book of the, 
year 1458, a Franciscan missal of 1469 adorned with an early portrait of Matthias 
Corvinus, a 18th century commentary of the Psalter of middle French origin, and 
an interesting Sarum missal of the first quarter of the 15th century. Among the 
numerous French and Flemish livres d’heures we note the most remarkable prayer- 
book from Bourges, executed about 1480 and nearly akin to the Munich prayer-book 
of Jaques Coeur. Needless to say that Italian miniature art is represented in all 
its various degrees of development, the most magnificent achievements being an 
Upper Italian Bible of the year 1100, a thirteenth century Bible showing traces of 
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Byzantine influence, and some Hebrew manuscripts of the same period. Numerous 
are also the Quattrocento codices showing typical specimeng of the style of artists 
such as Attavante, Gherardo, Giraldi, Boceardino, and Bordone. A Hebrew 
manuscript from Mantua, executed in 1436, exhibits Pisanello’s workmanship. About 
the middle of the 15th century the humanistic manuscript makes its appearance, 
one of the finest works of this kind being a musical codex, executed in 1460 in the 
eastern region of Upper Italy. 

After the death of its owner the Rossiana collection passed into the possession 
of the Jesuit library at Rome. In 1877 it came to Vienna, and from thence, in 
1895, to the Lainz library. Of late, the majority of the Italian manuscripts have 
been transferred to the Vatican library. For this reason the present volume, giving 
the description for Rossi’s collection in its entirety, will prove of particular value.

This volume contains manuscripts preserved in 12 cities of the once Austrian 
province of Dalmatia: Arbe, Archangelsk, Campora, Castelnuovo, Cattaro, Lesina, 
Paludi, Ragusa (State Archives, Dominican and Franciscan convent), Sebenico, 
Spalato (cathedral and Franciscan convent), Thau, and Zara. 

In all 78 mamuscripts are described, of which 6 are of the ‘eleventh century, 
3 of the twelfth, 12 of the thirteenth, 21 of the fourteenth, 23 of the fifteenth, 6 of 
the sixteenth, and 7 of the seventeenth century, the majority of the miniatures thus 
belonging to the Gothic period. 

The origin of the manuscripts has not always been determined with certainty. 
Most of them have been introduced from Italy. Up to the thirteenth century 
Dalmatian art was strongly influenced by that of South Italy, in the fourteenth 
century the Bolognese school was prevalent, while, a century later, the influence 
of Venetian art made itself felt. Besides, traces of Slavonic art are permanently 
to be observed. 

Some of the manuscripts described are of particular interest for the history of 
bookbinding. There are nine codices (12th to 15th century), the covers of which are 
mounted with wrought silver plates. Front and back covers of five bindings, repre- 
senting Christ and some Saints, are reproduced.

This volume is a complement to Vol. VI. and contains the manuscripts pre- 
served in 18 cities of the former Austrian provinces : Aquileja, Buie, Capodistria, 
Dignano, Duino, Gorizia, Grado, Grisignana, Ossero, Parenzo, Pirano, Verbanico, 
and Trieste. 

Out of the 78 manuscripts described one each is of the tenth, eleventh, 
thirteenth and eighteenth century; 13 belong to the thirteenth or fourteenth century, 
14 to the fourteenth, and 41 to the fifteenth century. Four manuscripts were 
executed in the sixteenth, 2 in the seventeenth century. 
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The most ancient manuscripts are closely connected with Aquileja as the most 
remarkable centre of early Christian civilization. Later on these manuscripts were 
transferred to Udine and Cividale. Owing to the geographical limitation of the 
work only the codices that came to Gorizia, are described. Trieste is represented 
by a highly interesting codex of statutes of the year 1850. Among the fifteenth 
century antiphonaries and choir books stands out a magnificent manuscript of the 
castle of Duino which was destroyed during the war. The Bibliotheca Civica of 
Trieste possesses a series of important Florentine manuscripts associated with the 
name of Pope Pius II (Aeneas Sylvius). In Ossero and Cherso there is a group 
of slavonic codices, written in glagolithic characters.

This volume forms the first part of a new series which is intended to cover 
the description of the whole of the manuscript treasures preserved in the National 
Library of Vienna. As it is well known, the Viennese State Library is extra- 
ordinarily rich in beautifully illuminated manuscript work, rivalling in this respect 
even the Vaticana at Rome and the Bibliothéque Nationale at Paris. The out- 
standing feature of the library is a great number of magnificent codices executed 
from the 18th to the 16th century, yet early mediaeval art is likewise represented 
by monuments of great importance, such as the Viennese Genesis and the Dioscorides © 
codex. There are furthermore some remarkable twelfth century manuscripts from 
the schools of Salzburg and Mondsee. 

The editing of this enormous material has been entrusted to Professor H. J. 
Hermann, Director of the Kunsthistorisches Museum at Vienna. 

The present first part describes three copies made from late antique manu- 
scripts, an early Christian codex, 5 manuscripts of the pre-carolingian period (2 each 
of Italian and Merovingian, 1 of South English origin), 57 carolingian manuscripts 
(8 West-Frankish, 2 Upper-Italian and 47 German, chiefly from the South-West of 
Germany and Salzburg), and 14 manuscripts of the tenth century, amongst which 
are 8 of German and 6 of Italian workmanship. In all there are 80 illuminated 
manuscripts that pass in review. Of these 9 are executed prior to the year 800 
(pre-carolingian period), 57 date from the end of the eighth and of the ninth century, 
14 belong to the tenth century. All miniatures show traces of byzantine influence. 

As to place of origin, 14 manuscripts have come from Italy, 10 from France, 
1 from England, and 55 from Germany. 

The volume is particularly rich in illustrations both in the text and on plates 
(collotype or heliogravure). Reproduced in colour collotype is the portrait of the 
evangelist Matthew from the Gutbrecht evangeliary (South English, about 770), 
and the crucifixion from Otfried von Weissenburg’s celebrated evangeliary of 868. 
The monochrome plates represent amongst others the calendar pictures of the 
Chronographus (A.p. 354), medical illustrations of the sixth century including 
numerous text illustrations relating to pharmacy and botany, and decorative pages 
of the Eusebius canon (6th century). The finest miniature work of the Gutbrecht 
Psalter is reproduced on 12 plates, and of the Psalterium Aureum of Charlemagne 
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two pages are given in heliogravure. There are furthermore 4 decorative pages of 
a ninth century sacramentary of northern French origin, 2 otherg of a St. Gall 
sacramentary of the same period, portraits of the evangelist St., Matthew, of 
Johamnes Chrysostomus and of St. Hieronymus, miniatures of the months and 
astronomical configurations taken from Carolingian manuscripts, and a fine initial 
page from the Epistles of St. Paul, executed in all probability in St. Gall at the 
beginning of the tenth century.

This second part of the illuminated manuscripts preserved in the National 
Library of Vienna describes 27 German manuscripts of the eleventh century, 27 
German, 133 Austrian and 1 Bohemian manuscript of the twelfth century, 7 manu- 
scripts executed in Carniola about the same time, and 14 German and 53 Austrian 
manuscripts of the first half of the 13th century. Of the 68 German manuscripts 
a good deal come from the region of Augsburg, Basle, Bamberg, Regensburg, 
Weltenburg, Frankenthal, Reichenau, Mainz, Bonn, and Strassburg. The Bohemian 
manuscript was executed at Hradisch near Olmiitz, and the 6 Carnolian codices 
in the monastery of Sittich. Of the 133 Austrian manuscripts of the 12th century 
33 are of Salzburg origin, 14 come from Mondsee, 12 from Lower Austria (Abbey 
of Gottweig, St. Pélten, Heiligenkreuz), and 73 from various regions of the Austrian 
Republic. As regards the location of the thirteenth century manuscripts, we find 
besides the above named places the Cistercian abbey of Reun as birth-place of some 
manuscripts. 

The colour plate reproduces a Reichenau miniature of 1025 representing St. 
Ulric beween the abbots of Reichenau and Augsburg. The monochrome plates give 
amongst others a canon picture from a Mondsee missal of 1070, a portrait of Pliny 
from a St. Blasius manuscript, constellations from a Bavarian codex executed in 
the abbey of Priifening near Regensburg about the year 1190, and representations 
from the life of Christ contained in a Siegburg Psalterium of 1184. The Liutold 
evangeliary from Mondsee, one of the most important achievements of Austrian 
miniature art of the twelfth century, is reproduced by 16 full-page illustrations. 
“We find furthermore plates reproducing pen-drawings from a German paraphrase 
of the Book of Genesis, of a world-map and a wind-table of the thirteenth century, 
and, at least, some most interesting specimen pages taken from Reuner’s ‘‘ Pattern 
book,’’ a manuscript of Styrian workmanship (13th century). 

Many initial letters and specimens of the script are reproduced in the text 
illustrations so that the volume affords also much important material for the 
palaeography of the Romanesque period.

The present third part contains the description of 90 non-German manuscripts 
of the Romanesque period preserved in the National Library of Vienna. Of these 
7 belong to the eleventh, 48 to the twelfth, 32 to the thirteenth, and 3 to the 
fourteenth century. Thirty-two manuscripts are of French origin, 15 are English, 
41 Italian, one thirteenth century manuscript was probably executed in Iceland, 
another in Spain. Of the French manuscripts one dates from the eleventh century, 
and so do six Italian manuscripts, the rest being ofa later date. 

The two plates represent a canon page from the Expositio by Zacharias 
Chrysopolitanus (France, 18th century), and the initial letter B of an English 
twelfth century Psalter.

The fifth part will be sub-divided into three sections and will cover the Italian 
manuscripts of the Duecento and Trecento so far as they are preserved in the 
National Library of Vienna. The present first section reaches up to the middle of 
the fourteenth century amd contains the description of 70 manuscripts, of which 15 
date from the thirteenth, 55 from the first half of the fourteenth century. Seven 
manuscripts have been executed in Lower Italy, 63 in Upper Italy; Venice is repre- 
sented by 9, Bologna by 40 manuscripts. q 

In this volume the entire illustrative material has been arranged on plates. 
There are 44 plates with 85 illustrations showing decorative and historiated initials, 
13 miniatures, 13 allegorical and other representations in pen drawing, drawings of 
chirurgical instruments, and three charts by Petrus Vesconte de Janua. These 
latter have been executed in Venice about the year 1318 and represent the Black 
Sea, the Adriatic, and an astronomical-chronological configuration. 

Reproduced in colour collotype are an initial letter I taken from a Latin Bible 
of Bolognese workmanship (about 1800) and the Arbor affinitatis contained in a 
Bolognese manuscript of the Decretals (about 1340). 


II: Upper Italian manuscripts of the second half of the XIVth

This second part of the Italian Duecento and Trecento manuscripts contains 
the description of 47 codices, which have all been executed in Upper Italy between 
the years 1350 and 1400. Twenty-eight of these manuscripts have been written at 
Bologna, 12 in the eastern regions of Upper Italy, and 7 in the western ones. 

The 51 collotype plates contain 82 illustrations: 42 miniatures, 17 opening 
pages, of which six each are decorated with miniatures or historiated initials, 4 
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initials, 15 historiated initials, 8 pen-drawings, and 1 decorative border-piece. Eight 
illustrations are taken from a Bolognese ‘‘ Decretum Gratiani,’? and 16 from a 
French codex containing the ‘‘ Roman de Troie ’’ by Benoit de Sainte-More. This 


latter manuscript was written about 1355 at or near Bologna and illuminated by a 
remarkable Italian miniaturist. 

The two colour collotype plates reproduce the Madonna with Angels, an 
excellent miniature to be found in Pope Clement’s V. Decretals (Bologna, ca 1360) 
and the Arbor Affinitatis of the Decretals by Boniface VIIT., a manuscript illuminated 
about 1355 by the well-known Niccold di Giacomo da Bologna. 


III: Neapolitan and Tuscan manuscripts of the second half of the 
XIVth century.

This is the concluding volume of the Italian Dugento and Trecento manuscripts 
and comprehends the description of three Neapolitan and one Tuscan codex. The 
first work is a Liber Precum illuminated by excellent artists after a French model 
for Queen Jane I. of Naples (between 1346 and 1362). Then comes a Biblia Sacra, 
containing 184 miniatures, also executed by a master of the Sieno-Neapolitan school. 
The third Neapolitan manuscript is a Chronica de gestis Hungarorum, written in 
1358 at the court of King Lewis of Hungary and illuminated by an Italian artist. 
The Tuscan. manuscript contains a Latin history of the monastic orders and was 
executed about 1400 in a Benedictine monastery. This volume contains the general 
indices to Vol. 1—3, including a very detailed iconographic register.

This publication is in the nature of a complement to the ‘‘ Descriptive 
catalogue of the illuminated manuscripts preserved in the National Library of 
(Continued over) 
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Vienna.’’ It reproduces in excellent facsimile pages of script and ornamentation 
taken from codices particularly characteristic of the development of palaeography. 


_ The first portfolio begins with 14 fragments from the ‘‘ De Trinitate ”’ by 
Hilarius Pictaviensis and one page of the treatise ‘‘ Contra Arianos,’’ both being 
papyrus manuscripts of the middle of the sixth century. 


_ Then follow 10 pages of Charlemagne’s ‘‘ Psalterium Aureum,’’ one of the 
earliest examples of the perfect Caroline minuscle, written in gold letters on vellum 
and richly adorned with initials and other ornaments. 





This manuscript is thought to have been executed by the calligrapher Dagulf 
at the court school of Aix-la-Chapelle between the years 783 and 795. It is one 
of the most splendid achievements of the early Carolingian ook art and contains 
161 leaves in octavo size. 

The second portfolio shows on the first 12 plates some specimens taken from 
a mixed manuscript of the Italian monastery of Bobbio (Cod. 16). This codex 
contains on 159 leaves the text of three different works, of which two are for the 
most part described. 

These works belong to the patristic and grammatical literature, their text being 
taken from classic writers, the Bible and apocryphal writings. The reproduction 
is so clear that even the effaced script is very well legible. 

The second manuscript of this portfolio is the Liber Sacramentorum of Pope 
Gregory the Great, a fragment of 8 vellum leaves written in gold letters (Carolingian 
minuscule). This manuscript was probably written in the convent of Bobbio and 
finished about 860 in the monastery of St.-Vaast near Arras at the instance of 
Charles the Bald. 

The text is Surrounded by border-piects ornamented in the Irish-Anglo-Saxon 
style, and the same is the case with the initial letters. The manuscript denotes 
the high degree of perfection book illumination in Northern France had reached 
about the middle of the ninth century.

No branch of art-history stands in greater need of a good general treatise than 
Spanish Illumination. Hitherto the only works on the subject have been detailed 
monographs, often excellent in their way, and brief chapters in the more compre- 
hensive works of reference. No student is better qualified than Dr. J. Dominguez 
Bordona to trace the history of illumination in mediaeval Spain. 

He was the author of the Catalogue of the Exhibition of Painted Manuscripts 
which had so great a success at Madrid in 1924 (No. 726 of this catalogue), and he 
has earned a reputation in the learned world by his excellent work on Italian 
miniatures in Spanish libraries. 

Illuminated Spanish manuscripts of notable artistic quality are neither 
numerous nor well known, and the origin of the most ancient of all—the Ashburn- 
ham Pentateuch—is still problematical. 

To the Mozarabic period belongs the Bibles of La Cava, Toledo and Leon, and 
the series of manuscripts of the Commentary of Beatus on the Apocalypse (Xth 
and XIth centuries), of which the most remarkable are those in Madrid and Paris 
and in the Pierpont Morgan Collection. 

Romanesque miniature in Catalonia is represented by the Bible of Ripoll in 
the Vatican and the Bible of Roda (the so-called Noailles Bible) in Paris. 

In the XIIth century French influence begins to appear: in the Avila Bible, 
for example, and in several manuscripts of Beatus, in Madrid, London (the Silos 
MS.), at Turin, at Manchester, and finally in the Libro de los Testamentos in the 
Cathedral of Oviedo. In the XIIIth century French influence persists and we 
begin to find manuscripts executed for the kings of Castile. 

A hundred years later the Castilian school is in full flower and develops 
parallel to the local Catalan school; this is the period of the Cronica Troyana and of 
the Codice de la Coronacion—both at the Escorial—and of the splendid Pontificale 
of the Biblioteca Colombina at Seville. Superb manuscripts of the XVth century 
are to be found in the collections of the great Spanish noble houses; the most 
celebrated of these is doubtless the Alba Bible. About this time Italian influence 
becomes a considerable factor in the decoration of manuscripts. 

The volumes by J. Dominguez Bordona with their admirable reproductions 
form the latest addition to the Pantheon series, where they take their place beside 
the already famous works of Professor A. Goldschmidt on Carolingian and Ottonian 
miniatures.

In his introduction to the work, the Comte A. de Laborde, Secretary of the 
Société Francaise, explains that it was ‘‘ the house of Maggs Brothers of London 
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[Foucquet (Jean) |—continued. 
who had the good fortune to discover one of the leaves, until then unknown, of the 
famous Book of Hours painted in the fifteenth century by Jean Foucquet for Maitre 
Etienne Chevalier, of which the majority of pages, formerly purchased by the Duc 
d’Aumale, are the admiration of the visitors to the Condé Museum at Chantilly.”’ 

The leaf which has now been recovered represents Saint Michael conquering 
the devil, and is the subject of an extremely interesting essay by the well-known 
miniature expert, Comte Paul Durrieu. In this book he gives an outline of the 
history of fifteenth-century miniature painting in general and of the life and work 
of Foucquet in particular. 

Jean Foucquetb was a native of Tours and wag ‘* painter and illuminator ’’ to 
Louis XI. His most. celebrated work was the ‘‘ Book of Hours,’’ in which the 
miniatures constitute @ Series of pure chefs d’euvre, to which we of to-day render 
the homage of our admiration. 

We believe that Etienne Chevalier’s Livre d’Heures remained in his family 
until the death of hig last descendant in the male line, Nicolas Chevalier, Baron 
de Crissé, who died in 1630. The erudite Gaiguéres, who died in 1715, recognised 
it as the original book. 

But a day came towards the dawn of the eighteenth century when the volume 
fell into the hands of a vandal. He divided up the book, detached each page which 
was ornamented with miniatures, and threw away the remainder of the book, which 
may have been destroyed, but whose existence is, at any rate, entirely unknown. 

In order to make these miniatures appear as independent paintings, the vandal 
carefully covered some of the words of the text whieh appeared on the same page 
as the miniature with ornamental borders cut from other miniatures of a much 
later period, the eighteenth century. 

The author of this book then traces the manner in which the other leaves of 
the Livre d’Heures were slowly recovered from various countries in Europe. The 
book has been published by the Société Frangaise for private circulation amongst 
the members.

There are few departments of early mediaeval painting to which so much 
systematic research has been devoted of late as to early German illumination. 
Research has progressed to-day to such an extent that a synthesis has now become 
not only possible but necessary. 

In the work announced herewith Adolph Goldschmidt, one of the greatest 
scholars of early mediaeval art, whose name is inextricably bound up with the 
history of illumination, presents the synthesis so ardently awaited by all connoisseurs.

This method alone enables the reader to perceive the similarity of the various 
elements which form a group. For instance, the Ada group, the most important 
and the finest of all the Carolingian schools which has hitherto only been reproduced 
in occasional and antiquated reproductions, is here represented by all the great 
manuscripts on 24 plates. Similarly the work of the Echternach illuminators of 
the 10th and 11th centuries are here reproduced for the first time. 

When it is considered that such a synthesis of early German illumination has 
never yet been attempted on so large a scale, that the text is not merely a summary 
of previous research, but offers in many instances the record of new contributions 
by the author, it may be claimed that this publication is the great authoritative 
work on these early mediaeval illuminated manuscripts.

Besides the Bible and the prayer-book no religious work has enjoyed among 
Jews so great a popularity as the Pessach-Haggadah. The book has come down to 
us in a large series of manuscripts dating from the eighth century onwards, yet it 
was not until the thirteenth century that illustrations were added to the text. The 
subjects represented were first of all historical events which occurred at the 
departure of the Israelites from Egypt, in remembrance of which day the Pessach 
Feast was celebrated. In this illustrative work a Spanish group of manuscripts 
adhered closely to the tradition of the Bible, beginning with the representation of 
Adam, while the German group took its illustration chiefly from the ritual of the 
Haggadah. . 

The Pessach-Haggadah Codex Orientalis 8, preserved in the Landesbibliothek 
at Darmstadt, has the merit of being the most ancient and valuable of all Haggadah 
manuscripts of German provenance. August L. Mayer qualifies it the noblest 
achievement among the whole of the early northern Haggadoth, and from a general 
point of view the most conspicuous of all. The miniature work contained in this 
Haggadah is of such an exquisite taste both as regards design and colouring that 
this codex may justly claim to hold a prominent place among the best monuments 
of German book painting in the fifteenth century. 

The manuscript consists of 58 leaves of vellum. It contains the well-known 
text of the Haggadah, written in a monumental square script of great regularity, 
which makes it an easy reading. A Hebrew commentary, written in cursive letters, 
surrounds the text. The opening words of the sections are given in large letters, 
and on two pages a number of lines containing benedictory formulae, are picked 
out in gold. The scribe (sofer) has put his name at the end : Israel ben R. Meir of 
Heidelberg. To judge from the character of the writing the manuscript dates from 
the first half of the fourteenth century. The illustrative work is of a later date. 
August L. Mayer speaks of three different artists, who in all probability belonged 
to the Upper Rhenish school, and of whom the first did not set about work before 
1410. 

The codex is adorned with 15 full-page miniatures and 11 illuminated initial 
letters. Both the full-page pictures and the initial work refer exclusively to the 
Pessach feast, there being only a loose connection between them and the text. 
Tllustrations of ritual scenes are given within curious tower-like buildings of several 
stories, each surmounted by a pointed arch, the whole composition thus enabling 
quite a number of different scenes and persons to be represented on @& single page. 
All the miniature paintings are executed with an extreme minuteness of detail, each 
small scene being a masterpiece of itself. Distinguished by an extraordinary 
richness of motives and a fine characterization of the figures, these splendid 
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pages are the best imaginable illustrations of the Pessach feast. Needless to say 
that the miniatures contain also a large mass of information as ‘to mediaeval 
civilisation, its costume, manners and customs. In addition, there are some full- 
page illuminations of a more ornamental character: Marginal border-pieces and 
decorative initials, made up of scrolls and flowers, and enlivened with human 
figures and animals. Zoomorphic design plays an important part in the decoration : 
along with the grotesque animals of the late Gothic period we find realistic repre- 
sentations of the thistle-finch and the redbreast, and other details taken from life. 
The initial letters themselves are painted in gold and colours and adorned with 
scrolls, leaves or meander-like ribbons, the whole being set against a ground of 
a variety of colours and patterns. A particularly fine feature in the decoration are 
some black bands with scroll work and border-lines in gold, running along the 
margin. At the end of the manuscript are two full-page miniatures representing 
the Hunting of Stags and the Well of Youth, the last being the most ancient 
miniature of this curious and interesting scene. 

Considering the richness of decorative design it is no overstatement to say 
that the Darmstadt Pessach-Haggadah is among the finest Hebrew manuscripts in 
existence. To convey an adequate idea of the beauty of the work the present 
facsimile edition gives the whole of the 116 pages faithfully reproduced in original 
size and colouring by the collotype process. All resources of the modern technique 
of reproduction have been brought into play to make this edition a full success. 
Any features usually betraying facsimile work have been carefully removed. Both 
pages are printed, there are no blank margins, no blank leaves, no accompanying 
text. The result is a fidelity of reproduction which makes it difficult for the 
unexperienced eye to distinguish this new Haggadah from the celebrated original 
manuscript of the fourteenth century. There are only 350 copies printed which, 
as it has been the case with all facsimile-reproductions on a similar grand style, 
may soon be locked up in public and private collections. 

A separate volume of text in octavo size sets forth the present state of our 
knowledge about the Haggadah and includes a complete bibliography of the work, 
enumerating 106 manuscripts of which 20 are fully described. 

Scholars of great repute have united in the redaction of this book. Aron 
Freiman deals with the palaeography of the manuscript, while August L. Mayer 
gives an appreciation from the art historical point of view. Adolf Schmidt, Director 
of the Darmstadt Landesbibliothek, gives an interesting account of how the manu- 
script passed into the possession of the Cologne collector Baron Hiipsch, and from 
thence, in 1805, into the Darmstadt library. An extensive study of the rite as 
exhibited in the manuscript is given by Rabbi Bruno Italiener who, in addition, 
contributes a detailed description of the twenty illustrated Haggadoth known. There 
are 12 Haggadoth manuscripts executed in Germany, three each of Italian and 
Spanish, and one each of levantine and French origin, which thus are passed in 
review. The same scholar provides us furthermore, and that in collaboration with 
Aron Freimann, with a list of 86 Pessach-Haggadoth which could be ascertained as 
being in possession of public collections. Of them 18 manuscripts are located in 
England, 9 each in America, Germany and Italy, 6 in Austria, 4 in Hungary, and 
the remainder in Russia, Holland, France and Czeckoslovakia; 24 are quoted 
from catalogues. 

The volume of text is accompanied by 16 monochrome plates reproducing the 
most beautiful and interesting pages of illustrated Haggadoth preserved in Cin- 
cinnati, London, Nimes, Berlin, Breslau, Darmstadt, Frankfurt, and Munich.

In the year 613 the Irish missionary Gallus settled down in the region of the 
present city of St. Gall. A century later (720) a monk named Othmar founded 
there a monastery, and still another century elapsed before Abbot Gozbert (816—837) 
endowed it with 400 codices, thus laying the corner-stone for its celebrated library. 
Under the abbotship of Solomon of Constance (890—920) the monastery passed 
through the most brilliant period of its existence. 

The convent library of St. Gall is one of the most ancient and interesting of 
its kind. The number of manuscripts nowadays in possession of the library amounts 
to 1793, amongst which are 16 illuminated manuscripts of the ninth, tenth, and 
eleventh centuries. 

In the present work Adolf Merton deals with 154 illuminated manuscripts of 
the St. Gall school. Fifty-two belong to the ninth, 64 to the tenth, and 38 to the 
eleventh century, the whole thus representing in a continuous succession all 
illuminated manuscripts that have come down to us from the best time of St. Gall 
miniature painting. As to place of origin, about 70 manuscripts were executed 
in St. Gall itself, 42 in Reichenau, 8 in Mayence, 11 in South-Germany, 4 in St. 
Blasien, 3 each in Augsburg, Fulda, and in the Middle Rhenish region, 2 each in 
Cologne and Constance, and one each in Treves, Echternach, Metz, Reims, Corbie. 
For the most part these codices are evangelistaries, sacramentaries, psalters and 
lectionaries. 

This extensive material, of which 205 illustrations are given on 104 collotype 
plates, is brought together from 57 libraries. Among them we note the following 
foreign libraries: in England, London, Cambridge, and Oxford; in France, Paris, 
Chantilly, Mihlhausen; in Italy, Florence, Milan, Bologna, Brescia, Cividale, Rome; 
in Austria, Géttweig, St. Paul, Vienna; furthermore Brussels, Utrecht, and Moscow. 

In the history of book-painting St. Gall takes an important place on account 
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of its being the birth-place of German miniature art in the proper sense of the 
word. For a long time the convent was the continental centre of the Irish school 
of miniature painting, and as such it possessed and brought forward a series of 
magnificent codices executed in the Irish style which in its turn may be traced 
back to oriental patterns. It was in the course of the ninth century that the 
Carolingian and Irish style amalgamated. The important change thus brought 
about is best illustrated by the Folchart-Psalter and the Psalterium Aureum, which 
may be regarded as the best achievements of the St. Gall school. Another 
magnificent manuscript is the 9th century evangelistary from Einsiedeln, of which 
also a reproduction is given. 

The text of Merton’s book falls into 5 sections : The initial ornamentation from 
800 to 840, from 840 to 872, and from 872 and 920 respectively, the pen drawings 
from the ninth to the eleventh century, and the miniatures of the eleventh century. 


A concluding chapter treats of the position held by the St. Gall school in Alemannic 
art.

The University Library of Copenhagen has for a number of years been well 
aware of the duties incumbent on it with regard to the publication of a facsimile 
edition of the invaluable Old Iranian Codices in its possession, brought home by 
the Danish scholars Rasmus Rask and N. L. Westergaard. During recent years 
the Library has been gratified by receiving an ever increasing number of requests 
from foreign Iranists for the loan of these manuscripts, with a view to the publi- 
cation of texts or for similar purposes. But the lending of the originals, especially 
of the earliest and scientifically most valuable codices, was not practicable, their 
fragile condition rendering it risky to expose them to transportation. Hence the 
Library has hitherto only been able to meet any wishes for the use of them in a 
very unsatisfactory way, generally by photographing pages or sections of the 
manuscript required. 

This made it all the more necessary that the most valuable manuscripts should 
ibe published in facsimile, and at the 16th International Congress of Orientalists at 
Athens in 1912, one of the librarians, Mr. J. Eyser, Keeper of Oriental Printed 
Books and Manuscripts, submitted the question of such an edition in the sections 
for Comparative Philology and Indo-Iranian Philology. A unanimous resolution was 
then passed in both sections to the effect that ‘‘ it would be of great scientific 
importance to arrange for the publication of complete and exact facsimiles of the 
valuable Avesta and Pahlavi manuscripts preserved in the University Library at 
Copenhagen.’’ At one time it was thought that the means necessary for this under- 
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taking should be procured by international assistance. In the meanwhile the Great 
War broke out and critical times followed, and the plan of the facsimile edition 
had to be temporarily abandoned. There has been no lack of attempts to realise 
it since, but it is only now that the first instalment, comprising K20 and K20b, can 
be issued. It is to be hoped that it will be possible to continue the series. 

The University Library is greatly indebted to Dr. Arthur Christensen, Pro- 
fessor of Iranian Philology in the University of Copenhagen, for kindly under- 
taking the task of editing the series and writirg an introduction to each volume.

Not only is there new material, but the comparative study of the treasures 
brought together at the Exhibition has resulted in a more exact. knowledge of the 
work of some of the eminent masters. These results will be embodied in the 
introductory text.

An outstanding event in the world of art in the last few years has been the 
impressive development of interest in the art of Persia. The complete opening of 
Persia to archaeological enterprise, the formation of Societies and Institutes for 
Persian studies in various countries, the continued publication of technical studies, 
the organisation of International Congresses and Exhibitions on a great scale, of 
which the Royal Academy Exhibition was the most notable, prove that the import- 
ance of Persian art has been widely recognised and that the full appreciation and 
appropriation of the contributions of Persian culture to civilisation is one of the 
most important and interesting tasks before the cultivated world to-day. 

The Survey of Persian Art has been planned to meet this need and to provide 
a sound basis for future studies. From the outset three aims have been steadfastly 
in view: first, that the Survey should provide a systematic and comprehensive 
review, covering the entire.field of Persian art from the earliest beginnings to the 
present, including a discussion of the formative factors, the principles governing 
its evolution, and its constitutive influences in the arts of other peoples; second, 
that the work should represent the latest views of the world’s most eminent scholars 
in this field; and, finally, that it should in every way be a superb example of the 
bookmaker’s art. 

These ideals have been resolutely maintained. The Survey will contain a 
summary by more than fifty specialists from ten countries of all the work so far 
done. It will include a full announcement of the latest discoveries and researches, 
translations of many of the most important inscriptions, and a provocative state- 
ment of problems still to be settled. The recent dramatic discovery of an interesting 
archaic art in Luristan will be fully discussed for the first time; thanks to the 
special privileges accorded by His Majesty the Shah, many excellent photographs 
of interiors of hitherto inaccessible mosques of greatest value for the history of 
architecture will be published, and the Survey will also include the initial publica- 
tion of much other new material of decisive importance. 

The work will also serve in many ways as a monumental record of the 
International Exhibition of Persian Art at the Royal Academy. Six hundred of 
the outstanding objects of the Exhibition will be reproduced, and important 
problems raised by the assemblage of so many objects from such scattered sources 
will be amply explored.

This survey is more than a catalogue of the existing medieval books in 
Merton College Library. All existing manuscripts are duly noted and described, 
but the book’s main purpose is to trace in the College records the history of 
the various collections of books possessed by the College from its foundation 
to the Reformation. The majority of these books did not belong to the College 
Library, though they were owned by the College. They formed a kind of 
circulating library and were distributed among the Fellows. Professor Powicke 
shows what books were available at different periods, how they were kept and 
what rules were made about using them. The survey is a novel one, and adds 
much valuable detail to our knowledge of medieval conditions of study at Oxford.

The Speyer evangelistary is one of the most outstanding German monuments 
representative of the period of transition from the Romanesque to the Gothic 
style. Registered under the signature *‘ Codex Bruchsaliensis I,’’ this magnificent 
manuscript constitutes since 1803 the greatest treasure the Karlsruhe Landesbiblio- 
thek may boast of. 

It is to the collaboration of two distinguished scholars that we owe the present 
work, published in a form worthy of its subject. According to Karl Preisendanz 
the manuscript was executed, probably in 1198, by order of the custos of Worms 
cathedral, one Konrad von Tanne, who made it a present to the Speyer cathedral, 
where he was bishop from 1233 to 1236. Here the book used to be carried about 
in procession on church festivals, ‘‘ while the people rose bare-headed from their 
seats and kings took off their crowns.’’ Thus the evangelistary remained in the 
possession of the cathedral up to the year 1792, when revolution and the stirring 
events of war compelled it to change hands several times. In 1798, we find it 
at Bruchsal, then the residence of the Prince Bishop of Speyer; five years later, 
at the time of the secularisation, it passed into the possession of the Karlsruhe 
library. 

The names of both the scribe and the illuminator are unknown to us. The 
character of the script points to two or three scribes belonging to two different 
early Gothic scriptoria, and recalling to some extent the style, in which the 
Kusebius-Rufinus-manuscript at Treves has been written. 

The supposition of the manuscript having been executed at Treves is still 
strengthened by the study Mr. Homburger has made of the miniatures. Also 
here two groups are clearly to be distinguished and several artists must have been 
engaged in the work. Byzantine influence is most strongly felt in the miniatures 
by the ‘‘ Master of the Passion,’’ and in the first part of the manuscript in general. 
In the initial work the same variations of style are apparent. 

The present publication reproduces on 40 collotype plates the binding, the 
whole of the miniatures and initials contained in the manuscript, as well as some 
specimens of the script. The seventeen full-page miniatures are rendered in careful 
facsimile by the colour collotype process and in the exact size of the originals. 
They represent the Majestas Domini, Christ enthroned, the four Evangelists, and 
scenes of the life of Christ from the Annunciation to the Descent of the Holy 
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Preisendanz (K.)—continued. 
Spirit. In addition, there are three coloured collotype plates representing pages 
of the script with the initials I, M, and MI respectively, surrounded by flowing 
scrollwork and animated by figures and zoomorphic design. Other pages of similar 
ornamentation are reproduced in monochrome collotype. The small initials are 
arranged on nine plates. 

The binding, among the most magnificent pieces ever produced by the 
mediaeval goldsmith’s art. The oak board is 4 centimeters thick and is covered 
with a silver plate, which itself is mounted with a number of rectangular niello 
silver plaques set with semi-precious stones and enamelled work. The gilt silver 
figure of Christ appears within a rectangle sunk in the centre of the cover.

The vellum manuscript of Claudius Ptolemy’s Geography, of which this is a 
complete reproduction and but slightly reduced in size, dates from the middle 
of the fifteenth century. Each page, about two hundred and fifty in number, has 
been separately photographed and has been most carefully hand colored as in 
the original by one of the most skilful miniaturists of Florence. 

A Ptolemy manuscript dating from his century, the 2d A.D., is not known to 
exist. It was in the renaissance period, or the day of great geographical discoveries, 
that a very special interest in his geography was awakened, and the best manuscript 
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copies of his work, with perhaps one or two exceptions, date from the fifteenth 
century. 

The artistically illuminated pages in red, blue, green, and gold, the very 
richly colored maps, thirty-one in number, place the original atlas, from which 
this reproduction has been made, among the finest manuscripts of the century.

The first part of the present codex, containing no less than 19 large miniatures 
and historiated initials in the Carolingian style, was executed at the instance of 
Archbishop Egbert of Treves about 975 by the priest Ruodprecht in the convent 
of Reichenau. In the same region must have been written also the All Saints 
Litany which forms the second part of the manuscript. Later on, in the. reign of 
King Henry IV, the codex was presented to the Russian Grand-Duchess Gertrud 
on occasion of a diplomatic mission of the Provost Burchard of Treves to the 
Russian court. Here, in the second half of the 11th century, the codex was 
enriched with the prayers of the Grand-Duchess Gertrud to her son Peter and 
with some beautiful miniatures in the russo-byzantine manner. Thence the codex 
found its way into the Swabian convent of Zwiefalten, where a calendarium and 
a necrologium were added. In this definite form the book passed into the possession 
of St. Elizabeth who gave it as a present to the Patriarch of Aquileia in 1229. 
Since that date this jewel of mediaeval miniature art has been preserved in the 
little town of Cividale in Friuli till our day. The present publication is the first 
to make the manuscript accessible to a wider public.

Miss Elfrida Saunders has written the first exhaustive history of English 
illumination. Hitherto books on this subject were confined to the study of isolated 
sections in this fascinating field. The author of these two volumes presents a 
complete review of English book illumination. She begins with the Celtic, Anglo- 
Saxon and Roman periods and then devotes a special section to the Bestiary 
manuscripts which are so popular in the history of mediaeval art. Much thoughtful 
consideration is given to the transition from the Roman to the Gothic style and 
to the Gothic period itself, to which the author has appended a sound appreciation 
of the Apocalypses. The chapter on the school of East Anglian illumination covers 
the period up to the end of the Middle Ages. 

Illumination may be regarded as a fundamental element in the art of the 
Middle Ages. The pages of a simple manuscript are often a compendium of the 
style of an entire epoch and the miniatures and decorations were often the 
inspirational source of many early frescoes. 

Very few monuments of mediaeval art have been preserved in England because 
the Puritan spirit of the Reformation caused the ruthless destruction of both 
frescoes and sculptures. Fortunately many miniatures remain to reveal the influ- 
ence of English art upon the art of other countries. 

The miniatures also show how little English mediaeval art has been appreciated 
hitherto and how far it is from occupying the high place it merits. These small 
works of art possess such remarkable delicacy and such great artistic sensibility 
that they put England in the very front rank among the creative countries of the 
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Middle Ages, and at certain periods England may claim an unchallengeable pre- 
eminence, 

This work on English illumination, illustrated with 129 plates, forms an 
exhaustive treatise written in the light of the most recent research and may be 
considered the first standard work on the subject. The quality of the reproductions 
in collotype can be regarded as perfect. Hach plate is preceded by a strong tissue 
upon which an exact description of each illustration is printed, thus obviating the 
necessity of referring to the catalogue and facilitating the study of the subject. 

To-day such special interest is manifest in miniatures and early printed books 
that this publication will meet with a ready welcome. Collectors and amateurs of 
works of art, and the many buyers of incunabula will desire to possess this work 
se libraries and museums and similar institutions will need as a work of 
reference.

The Gero-codex preserved in the Landesbiblothek of Darmstadt takes its name 
from Archbishop Gero of, Cologne to whom it was presented. These Gospels written 
about the year 970 by Anno in the famous South German convent of Reichenau 
take the first place among the primitive illuminated German manuscripts of the 
early Middle Ages. Besides a large number of monochrome illustrations the present 
publication gives in excellent coloured reproduction the seven full-page miniatures, 
a specimen of the script, an historiated initial, and a decorative initial of a most 
beautiful design. Among the subjects represented ane the four evangelists, Jesus 
enthroned within a circular border adorned with the symbols of the evangelists, 
and two dedicatory paintings, all representative of the byzantino-carolingian style.

The large number of outstanding illuminated manuscripts known to be executed 
at Salzburg as well as the existence of so many mural paintings in the territory of 
that city led to the supposition that the archbishopric must once have been the 
centre of one of the most important and productive art schools. of the Middle Ages. 

By systematical investigations made in numerous European libraries Mr. 
Swarzenski has succeeded in defining the peculiar character of the Salzburg school, 
while at the same time tracing its gradual development from the first beginnings 
in early Carlovingian time up to the highest degree of excellence attained during 
the period of the Romanesque style. 

Far from being a school of mere local tradition, Salzburg painting was 
successively affected by Irish, French and Byzantine art tendencies, a fact which 
endows it with really universal interest in the history of mediaeval art. 

The large amount of material embodied both in the text and in the fine 
illustrations has for the most part never been published before, so that the work 
may justly claim to throw new light on early mediaeval art relations that have 
hitherto remained quite unknown. 

Apart from its art historical investigations, the volume of text is a valuable 
contribution to mediaeval liturgy and palaeography.

The text is from the pen of one of the 
foremost authorities in the field of Hebrew palaeography. The method adopted in 
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the cataloguing of the manuscripts is a strictly scientific one. The material is 
arranged according to subjects, and each single item is described as to its exterior 
and its contents. The clear arrangement of the matter makes this book not only 
the first modern Hebrew bibliography, but sets a standard of bibliographical work 
in general. At the same time the book will be a valuable complement to the 
descriptive catalogue edited by Wickhoff and Hermann, with the only difference 
that it contains the whole of Hebrew manuscripts of the National Library, including 
also those which are not illuminated. 

The work contains the description of 212 manuscripts and is divided into the 
following sections: Bible (22 nos.), exposition of the Bible (15 nos.), linguistics 
(8 nos.), law (88 nos.), geography and history (4 nos.), poetry (81 nos.), polemic 
writings (3 nos.), cabbala (8 nos.), Karaites (4 nos.), theology and philosophy (34 
nos.), medicine (15 nos.), mathematics and natural science (19 nos.), various 
subjects (11 nos.). Then comes an appendix in which 163 fragments of bindings 
ane described. The volume concludes with indices of authors, scribes, owners, 
names of towns, titles and anonyma. 


The most ancient manuscript dealt with is the ‘‘ Prophets and Hagiographers,’ 
dating from the twelfth century. Nine manuscripts belong to the thirteenth century, 
62 to the fourteenth, 64 to the fifteenth, 26 to the sixteenth, 16 to the seventeenth, 
19 to the eighteenth, and 15 to the nineteenth century. To judge from the script 
they are for the most part rabbinic manuscripts. LHighty-five have been executed 
in Germany, 52 in Spain, 57 in Italy, 6 in the north of Africa, 4 in the Orient, 3 in 
France, 2 each in Syria and Greece, 1 in Persia. The plates exhibit specimens of 
the script. Of particular interest is a reproduction from the Cod. Hebr. 16 in which 
the Hebrew characters are arranged so as to form the figure of an heraldic lion.

The present manuscript with its fifteen full-page miniatures ranks among the 
most beautiful codices executed in the tenth century in the islet of Reichenau on 
the lake of Constance. Nowadays this lectionary is regarded as one of the greatest 
treasures of the Wolfenbiittel library. Of the history of the manuscript not much 
is known to us beyond the fact that it has been acquired for the library by Duke 
August the Younger of Braunschweig-Wolfenbiittel, who lived from 1579 to 1666. 


Lectionarium was in the Middle Ages the name of a book containing lections 
to be read during the divine service. These lections were drawn from the Gospel 
(Pericopes) and arranged in a chronological order according to the festivals of the 
ecclesiastical year. 


The Wolfenbiittel lectionary contains 109 sections on as many vellum leaves, 
each measuring 18,5 x 28 cm. The text is written in the Carolingian minuscule. 
In all probability, three different scribes were engaged in the work. The headings, 
written in majuscules, indicate the festival day on which the following text was to 
be read, and the Gospel from which it had been taken. 


The chief feature of the miniature work are nine full-page paintings representing 
the Nativity and the Annunciation to the Shepherds—the Adoration of the Magi— 
the Women at the Tomb—the Ascension—the Descent of the Holy Spirit—St. John 
the Evangelist—the Sacrifice of Zacharias—the Liberation of St. Peter—the Death 
of the Virgin. In addition, there are six large initial letters: I, P, C, P, I, M, 
splendidly executed on variegated backgrounds and enclosed in architectural design 
or borders of leaf ornamentation. Of particular interest is the initial I with a 
man climbing up the jagged contour of the letter. 


The text is written by Dr. Otto Lerche, former Director of the Wolfenbiittel 
Library, and deals with the history and bibliography of the codex, its palaeography, 
text, and miniatures. This detailed treatise may be considered as an important 
contribution to the history of mediaeval writing and to our knowledge of manuscript 
work in general,

Besides a large amount of printed oriental books, the Bavarian State Library 
possesses about 2,000 Islamic manuscripts, from which Gratzl has chosen 34 
specimens, distinguished for their fine and interesting bindings. In the first section 
eight Mograbin bindings of the 14th and 15th centuries are described and reproduced 
on eight plates, of which the first represents in colour a Koran binding (1305), being 
one of the earliest Islamitic bindings that can be dated with certainty. Then follow 
four plates (of which one in colour), representing two Syro-Egyptian bindings of the 
14th and 15th century, a juridical codex and a collection of proverbs. Four plates 
reproduce South Arabian bindings with leather flaps of the 15th and 16th centuries.

In all these essays the author breaks new ground: No. 1 appeared in ‘‘ The 
Library,’’ June, 1924, but has since been greatly expanded and largely rewritten 
in the light of new discoveries. It deals with a group of bindings, most of which 
belonged to Jean Grolier, and brings new evidence to the controversy whether the 
bulk of the great collector’s bindings were of French or Italian workmanship. 


No. 2 discusses two little known groups of sixteenth century bindings, and 
incidentally brings evidence to show that a remarkable binding in the British 
Museum, hitherto considered to be a modern forgery, is a genuine example of 
Renaissance work. 


No. 3 is the first detailed and scientific study ever made of the bindings of this 
mysterious collector. Mr. Hobson has been remarkably successful in tracing the 
books which composed his library, and the results of his investigations are startling 
and are likely to modify the whole study of sixteenth century binding. 


No. 4 gives an account of an almost forgotten Italian politician who owned 
some beautiful bindings, now very rare, a list of which is given. 


No. 5 proves conclusively that Demetrio Canevari never owned the famous. 
bindings decorated with the medallion of Apollo and Pegasus which for over sixty 
years have been associated with his name. It suggests who the true owner may 
have been, discusses when and where they were executed, and relates them to other 
Italian bindings of the period.

This book is the first to deal systematically with three very interesting groups 
of mediaeval bindings—the early Celtic bindings and satchels, the Romanesque 
bindings of the 12th and 13th centuries and the English late-Gothic 15th century 
bindings. 

Something novel is said of all three groups: in the first, a famous little binding 
at Stonyhurst is claimed for the seventh century, and three bindings at Fulda for 
the British Isles. 

A detailed attempt to classify and localise the second group ends with the 
conclusion that all the bindings in it come either from northern France or southern 
England; for the first time, too, since Weale, an effort is made to investigate the 
iconography of the very interesting stamps found on these books. 

Finally, in the third class, we learn of a London leatherworker who decorated 
book. covers, of a binder brought over from Bruges by Caxton, of early binders at 
Canterbury and Salisbury, of two Cambridge binders using figured stamps, and of 
several hitherto unrecorded London craftsmen. 

Almost all the 58 plates are of bindings hitherto unpublished.

The present publication may be regarded as a counterpart to the well-known 
works by Gottlieb and Schmidt on the bookbindings preserved in the libraries of 
Vienna and Darmstadt. Like its predecessors, it contains the finest examples of 
bookbindings of all times and all countries, exhibiting German bindings as well as 
those of France, Italy, and the Netherlands, executed by such celebrated artists as 
Badier, Bozérian, Joh.

This publication by Adolf Schmidt is something of a counterpart to Husung’s 
work on the bookbindings preserved at Berlin. By the request of the Cologne 
collector, Baron Hupsch, in 1805, many especially Rhenish bindings passed into the 
Darmstadt library, while a number of Saxon bindings of the time of August the 
Strong came there as a wedding-gift of a Saxon princess. The library contains 
many outstanding preciosities in the field of bookbinding: two carved leather 
bindings of the fourteenth and four of the fifteenth century, painted German 
bindings of the sixteenth century, a volume bound by the Cambridge bookbinder 
Godfrey in 1515, five volumes bound by Jakob Krause, one Grolier binding, two 
bindings by Padeloup, a magnificent gaily-coloured Italian binding of the eighteenth 
century, and bindinks of embroidered satin and silk. All these bindings are repre- 
sented in a series of magnificent reproductions, beginning with the binding of the 
Golden Bull of Cologne (1356) and ending with a pink satin binding adorned with 
a gouache-painting, executed in 1785 at Darmstadt or Frankfurt. In addition, there 
follow three richly coloured Persian leather bindings of the 16th and 17th centuries. 
Of the 161 illustrations, 127 reproduce German bindings 17 French, 6 Italian, 4 
Dutch, 3 each English and Persian, and one a Spanish binding. As to the German 
bindings, 20 are of Rhenish origin, 386 came from Saxony, 4 from Wiirttemberg, 3 
from Hessia, and 13 were executed in Darmstadt itself. Other bindings could be 
determined as having been made at Basel, Strassburg, Tiitbingen, Frankfurt, Niirn- 
berg, Braunschweig, Wittenberg, and in the monasteries of Kchternach and Seligen- 
stadt. As regards date of execution, the work contains 3 bindings of the fourteenth 
century, 19 of the fifteenth, 80 of the sixteenth, 25 of the seventeenth, and 34 of 
the eighteenth century. Accordingly the bulk of the work refers to bindings of the 
period of the reformation. Of the 17 French bindings 6 are of the sixteenth, 2 of 
the seventeenth, and 9 of the eighteenth century, half of the Italian bindings belong 
to the sixteenth century, of the Dutch bindings one was executed in the sixteenth, 
and three in the seventeenth century.

This ‘‘ Serie ’’ followed closely the publication of the famous 1788 Manuale, 
and in his ‘‘ Vita del Cavaliere Giambattista Bodoni,’’ J. de Lama alludes to it as 
‘* another magnificent Manuale of which very few copies were distributed, Bodoni 
jealously hiding the remaining copies.’’ 

It contains 15 alphabets of capitals, in Cancellereschi types, 28 alphab. (capt. 
let.) of Roman and Cursive Types, on 28 leaves. Whereas Lama only speaks of 
only 15 alphabets of the same, on 24 leaves. 

Then come 9 Greek Alphabets (capital letters), with their corresponding 
‘ Corsivi,’’? 12, Russian Alphabets, capital letters with corresponding ‘‘ Corsivi ’’ in 
12 leaves, 32 descriptions of Italian towns with their French versions, the first in 
Roman, the second in Cursive types. (This vol. contains 53 of the same). They 
are followed by 20 leaves of Russian types with their corresponding ‘‘ Corsivi,’’ 2 
leaves of Greek types, 1 leaf containing some Rabbinical, Yiddish (very likely the 
first type specimen in that language), and Htruscan types. Finally 4 leaves of 8 
Italian descriptions in Roman types, with their corresponding French version in 
Cursive types. 

This beautiful copy, in splendid condition, is one printed on ‘‘ white French 
paper.’’ It’s interesting to note that on the receipt of specimens of the Cancellereschi 
Majuscole types herewith mentioned, Benjamin Franklin wrote to Bodoni that 
famous complimentary letter of which the Italian typographer was so justly proud. 

According to Updike this is ‘‘ the finest and most imposing of Bodoni’s 
Specimens, and the twenty-eight alphabets of Roman and Italic Capitals are the 
most magnificent of their kind ever displayed.”’ 

The cut of the Russian Capital letters is brilliant, and the impression effective 
to the last degree.

Among the types which enjoy permanent favour in book printing, none has 
a more interesting or more mysterious history than ‘‘ Garamond.’’ Certain punches, 
of undoubted antiquity, have existed for centuries at the French National Printing 
Office. Owing to their beauty of design and great age, the tradition grew up 
that these punches were cut by Claude Garamond, perhaps the most famous letter- 
cutter of all time, to whom Francois I entrusted the execution of the greek types 
used by Royal Printers in the sixteenth century. Were this ‘‘ Garamond ’’ roman 
of merely historical interest, the problem of its true origin would still be fascinating 
to scholars, but nowadays it is of general importance owing to the international 
use of ‘‘ Garamond ”’ in present day book-printing. 

Mr. Paul Beaujon now reveals that ‘‘ Garamond,’’ in spite of the attributions 
of historians, was in fact cut’ by a seventeenth century engraver whose extraordinary 
talents have never received due appreciation. The definite assignment of this 
beautiful letter to Jean Jannon of Sedan is made possible by Mr. Beaujon’s 
discovery of a type specimen book, surviving in a unique copy, issued by that 
printer-founder in the year 1621. This document, of the first importance to 
amateurs of typography, was first quoted in an article by Mr. Beaujon in The 
Fleuron, No. V. A full collotype facsimile has now been prepared by the same 
author, who has added a bibliographic and historical introduction incorporating 
much new material. 

The story of Jannon’s life and labours is of unique and pathetic interest, and 
this essay will, it is hoped, restore to a great master the fame he justly deserves. 
The facsimile, moreover, has additional value in that Jannon’s ‘‘ Espreuves de 
Caracteres ’’ was the first type specimen-book issued by any French typefounder. 
It antedates by nearly a century the fine series of specimen-books which -are the 
glory of French typography and the despair of collectors of fine printing; yet in 
design and even in press-work it fully equals any later book. So scrupulous a 
fascimile as this will enable collectors to add to their libraries a document which 
is no less remarkable for its typographic charm than for its unique historic interest.

The famous work of Charles Briquet appeared first in 1907. That edition was 
only printed in a few copies, and was immediately out of print. Since then the 
book is almost impossible to find, and is still to-day the only reference book of the 
kind. Very often it is only possible, by means of the watermarks, which are almost 
completely reproduced here in their entirety, to date old books and localize and 
date manuscripts or parts of manuscripts. It is also of great importance for 
historians who have to deal with documents that are uncertain and undated. The 
text of 836 pages is of great importance for the elucidation of watermarks. 

Mr. Briquet’s work is preceded by an important introduction dealing with the 
origin, the technique, and the significance of watermarks as well as with the make 
of the paper. 

The illustrative material of the works consists of 1,484 plates nepresenting 
16,112 watermarks reproduced in black and white in their original size. These 
facsimiles are grouped in 32 sections, alphabetically arranged. 

Each of the four volumes is preceded by an explanatory text. 

Four indices throw the material open to further investigation. The subject 
index refers particularly to questions connected with the make of the paper. Next 
comes an index of paper manufacturers and paper merchants as well as of workmen 
and apprentices engaged in paper manufacture from the thirteenth to the sixteenth 
century.

The extreme rarity of this book, and the importance of its subject-matter, 
prompted Antonio de Sancha to print a second edition of it in Madrid in 1777. 

The author was a native of Arratia, and was born probably in 1537. He was of 
aristocratic lineage, and spent his early youth in study. Little is definitely known 
of his biography, but it is assumed, from his own remarks, that he must have served 
in the Spanish Army in Italy and Spain. It is almost certain, too, that he was a 
pupil of Iciar in Saragossa. Madariaga’s chief object was to devise a simple means 
of teaching calligraphy which could be written quickly and with more liberal scope 
for an individual style.

We wish to draw attention to the singularly beautifully little book brought 
out in 1525 by the able craftsman who cut the blocks for the more famous, though 
not more beautiful books by Arrighi and Tagliente, but who is practically unknown 
as a calligrapher in his own right.

Gerardus Mercator, whose name is familiar to the expert cartographer and the 
schoolboy as the author of a projection which has attained universal acceptance, 
also won fame in his own day as a calligrapher. His merits as a geographer, how- 
ever, has so overshadowed his other activities that many students of his maps will 
be interested in a reproduction of his writing book.

Modern appreciation of beautiful writing has, not without discrimination, 
shown a preference for Italian work of the XVIth century, though there is little 
question that the contemporary calligraphers of France and Spain were not behind 
those of Italy in the standard of their penmanship. 

The Spanish calligrapher, Iciar, though he followed Italian principles closely, 
nevertheless preserved much individuality and with the collaboration of exceedingly 
able engravers, improved greatly upon his Italian preceptors both in decorative 
inventiveness and in variety of calligraphic technique and facility. So rich and 
various are Iciar’s plates that it would be pardonable to claim that they are un- 
equalled : such indeed has been given as the considered judgment of collectors and 
students. That this opinion is exaggerated and based upon insufficient evidence, is 
borne out by the facsimile now offered. 

This Writing Book has remained unknown for more than three hundred years. 
Mr. Stanley Morison has the good fortune to re-discover the complete copy in the 
Kunstgewerbe Museum in Berlin, and we believe that the reproduction of Brun’s 
book in exact facisimile is something more than an obligation to offer widespread 
acquaintance to a fine work of art through the medium of this Press which is so 
notoriously interested in calligraphy and typography. 

The facsimile edition is prefaced with a bibliographical introduction by the 
well-known authority on Spanish printing, Dr. Henry Thomas, of the British 
Museum. Mr. Stanley Morison’s note on the. calligraphy introduces the reader to 
Brun’s magnificent plates.

with various monographs each dealing with one of the important cathedrals such 
as those of Chartres, Amiens, Rheims, Bourges and so forth. These publications 
have established the dates at which the various portions of these buildings were 
carried out, while the works of Emile Male have revealed their profound significance 
and explained their didactic and symbolic function. Various collections of plates, 
reproduced either from photographs of the originals or from the plaster casts 
of the Trocadero Museum have placed valuable and extensive material at the dis- 
posal of the student. The lectures delivered by André Michel at the Ecole du 
Louvre traced the evolution of French sculpture throughout the Middle Ages. 
These lectures have not, unfortunately, been published except in the form of brief 
summarises in a few vital chapters of the same author’s Histoire générale de lart. 

In the section of the Pantheon Series devoted to French sculpture the aim is 
to give a selection of the most expressive monuments which are so various and 
considerable in number as to furnish material for a whole library of photographs. 
In order to serve the best interests of the scholar and an eclectic public this section 
has been planned and directed by Monsieur Paul Vitry. Himself the successor of 
André Michel as keeper of sculpture of the Middle Ages and the Renaissance at the 
Louvre, he is the author of one of the most complete collections of Documents de 
sculpture francoise du Moyen dge and the well-known portfolio dealing with the 
sculpture of the Cathedral of Rheims. Under his pre-eminent editorship the photo- 
graphic material published will be accompanied in each case by topographic and 
iconographic descriptions thus determining the date and significance of each object. 
This part is preceded by an ample commentary, thus providing each book in the 
series with its historic and aesthetic evolution of French sculpture such as has never 
yet been attempted on so magnificent a scale. 

The volume which deals with the Romanesque origins and carries the history 
of French sculpture up to the middle of the twelfth century has been entrusted to 
Monsieur Paul Deschamps, keeper of the department of sculpture at the Trocadero 
Museum. This volume is in active preparation. 

The origins of Gothic sculpture, covering the period 1150 to about 1220, have 
been dealt with by Monsieur Marcel Aubert, assistant keeper of the department 
for sculpture of the Middle Ages and the Renaissance at the Louvre. He is also 
professor at the Ecole des Chartes and director of the Société francaise d’arche- 
ologie. Beginning with the royal gateway of Chartres and ending up with the door- 
way of Notre-Dame de Paris, he traces the evolution from Romanesque art to monu- 
mental Gothic sculpture. 

Monsieur Paul Vitry has himself written the volume which covers the golden 
age of Gothic art. This period coincides with the reign of Saint Louis, 1225 to 
1270. It is the era during which the portals of the Cathedrals of Paris, Chartres, 
Amiens and Rheims brought forth those incomparable ensembles of magnificent and 
touching figures which, though severe in style at the beginning, developed by the 
time of the death of Saint Louis into the greatest masterpieces expressive of the

The present publication deals with the history of Indian sculpture from the 
year 300 B.C. to 200 A.D. It is probably the first attempt at a synthetic study 
of the subject based upon the results which more than half a century of research 
have brought to light. This vast material is here subjected to systematic analysis 
and woven into a harmonious whole which extends the appeal of the subject beyond 
the specialist to everyone appreciative of the fine arts. 

The two volumes contain 161 collotype plates giving many details. A consider- 
able number of the illustrations have never been published before. By the aid of 
the photographic material the author examines all the relevant questions concerning 
the nature and evolution of Indian art from the early beginnings under the Maurya 
dynasty up to the threshold of the Gupta period during which a very important 
re-orientation of the Indian outlook took place. There is no period in the history 
of Indian sculpture in which artistic expression was so predominantly confined to the 
representation of the present life. In form and content there is evidence of a 
desire, on the part of the sculptors, to be as close as possible to nature, and this 
manifestation applies to no other period of sculpture in India to anything like the 
same degree. It follows from the above that the conclusions of the author are 
Significant not only from the point of view of the history of evolution of the Indian 
mind during this period. 

Owing to the fact that in the present publication pre-eminence has been given 
to the artistic and aesthetic problems—in fact they have been the author’s point 
of departure—an entirely new conception of the characteristics of these five cen- 
turies has been arrived at. It must be stressed that this particular period differs 
essentially from all the later epochs of Indian art. Between the years 300 B.C. 
and 200 A.D. there are three distinct phases which do not by any means exist 
haphazard but follow upon one another in accordance with definite and clearly 
defined principles. There is an early phase full of confusion and contradiction. 
Upon this era follows the period of efflorescence in which its sculpture is homo- 
geneous and powerful and finally the late phase shows, in form as well as in outlook, 
a certain luxuriance and extravagance.

By common consent Prague is considered as one of the most beautiful cities in 
Europe. It owes its reputation to its Baroque architecture, to the harmonious 
disposition of its streets and buildings and to some illusive details which have so 
far received but scant attention.

The history of Venetian Baroque painting, less familiar than that of the: 
classical period and of the Settecento, is none the less very attractive and has not 
so far been made the subject of a comprehensive study. Within a few decades. 
three artists of overwhelming creative force had been active in Venice—Titian,, 
Paolo Veronese and Tintoretto—whose work was an almost inexhaustible source of: 
fruitful inspiration. There followed an age of mannerism; and then a revival of 
artistic energy in Italy made Caravaggio the leader of a new movement in painting,,. 
and Borromini the great force in the creation of a new architecture. These two. 
culminating personalities of the Baroque passed their mature years in Rome though. 
sprung from a northern stock which had inspired a resistance to classicism, through- 
out upper Italy from Como to Venice. 

Soon Venice itself was the scene of a new artistic ferment: Domenico Feti 
from Rome, Johann Lijs from Germany, Bernardo Strozzi from Genoa and many 
other artists came to study there—Rubens and Velasquez, too, were there. 
tor a while—and fell under the spell of Venice, and stayed to work in the city of 
their choice like the truest of her sons to the end of their lives. The attractions. 
of the new art overcame the initial obstacles which at first threatened its develop-. 
ment; and gradually it coalesced with the local tradition which was being modestly 
maintained by Alessandro Varotari, called Padovanino. 

Varotari may be said to belong to the school of Titian on account of his. 
association with his fellow-townsman Damiano Mazza, who was a pupil of the: 
master himself. Padovanino was a relic of the Cinquecento in the seventeenth 
century, and an artist who was incapable of sustained creative flights; but his. 
practice and his example turned the attention of his contemporaries to the past and 
taught them to reverence its achievements. 

The most susceptible to the new influence was Girolamo Foralono, whose: 
pupil Gregorio Lazzarini has the distinction of instructing Giambattista Tiepolo. 
While this tendency towards a new formal clarity became increasingly pronounced, 
a glorious future was being quietly assured. A host of conspicuous talents. 
arose from the fertile Venetian soil: the Genoese Lanzetti, who sponsored Carl 
Loth in Munich, Antonio Zanchi from Este, Molinari and many more; while in: 
the inspired art of G. B. Piazzetta the new movement in painting reached its apogee. 
Along side these names are others hardly less interesting and significant : Sebastiano» 
Mazzoni, who anticipates Sebastiano Ricci, Antonio Carneo, the precursor of Bom-- 
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belli, whose pupils were Fra Galgario and Nicolo Grassi, and G. B. Pittoni. All 
find their place in the luminous panorama of Venetian baroque and post-baroque 
painting that Giuseppe Fiocco here spreads out before us. 

Guiseppe Fiocco, who is the Professor of the History of Art in the University 
of Florence, has an international reputation as a connoisseur of Venetian painting; 
and this work will appeal alike to lovers and to students of Venetian art, for it is 
no easy task to bring discipline and clarity into this confused and often misrepre- 
sented chapter of Italian art. A wide survey of Venetian eighteenth-century

The study of French mediaeval painting dates from comparatively recent 
times, for it was not until the reign of Louis-Philippe that certain investigators 
turned their attention to this branch of French art. At the beginning of the present 
century the excellent works of L. Delisle, Haseloff, Durrieu and H. Martin began 
to introduce a little order into the study of manuscript illumination, while other 
experts, such as H. Bouchot, H. de Loo, P. Vitry, J. Guiffrey and P. Marcel, 
devoted their attention more especially to the easel-paintings. Lastly, in 1904, 
there came the exhibition of French primitives, which marked an important stage 
in the history of ‘this subject. 

Despite the above studies, however, there was still no work which dealt in a 
comprehensive manner with French Gothic painting in the fourteenth and fifteenth 
centuries and combined a study of the evolution of fresco and easel-painting with 
that of manuscript illumination, which latter ought not to be treated separately 
from the other two. M. P. A. Lemoisne has endeavoured to fill this gap with the 
volume which he has written for the Pantheon Series. 

Having made a prolonged study of illuminated manuscripts and played an 
important part in the promotion of the exhibition of French primitives, the Keeper 
of the Cabinet des Estampes de la Bibliothéques Nationale, Paris, was particularly 
fitted for such a task. He combines the method of the historian with the precision 
of the student of documents and this has enabled him not only to deal objectively 
with the different works and to use prudence in his deductions, but also to add to 
his vast knowledge of painting precious elements drawn from the study of documents 
which must be consulted by all who desire to give a complete history of painting in 
France during the period in question. 

M. Lemoisne’s book commences with the reign of Philippe le Bel, when the 
art of the thirteenth century was beginning to feel the first effects of humanism, 
and closes with the reign of Louis XII which witmessed the final triumph of the 
Renaissance over Gothic art. 

The book thus embraces a large part of the reigns of the first Valois, and its 
most novel and interesting feature is the reproduction of some of the admirable 
frescoes to be found in French churches—so little known to the general public— 
side by side with those of easel-paintings. 

M. Lemoisne’s volume is the latest addition to the Pantheon series and in 
order to give the reader an idea of its quality we cannot do better than quote the 
following extract from an article by Mr. Roger Fry written for the Nation and 
Athenaeum regarding other volumes of the same series :—‘‘ These admirable pub- 
lications, strike rather a new note in works on art-history. They adhere to a mean 
between the extremely costly and magnificent works filled with coloured reproduc- 
tions which have appeared of late and the ordinary art-history illustrated with \half- 
tone blocks.

Corrado Ricci’s book deals with the turn of the fifteenth and the sixteenth 
century, which is one of the most fascinating periods in the history of European 
painting. It was the time when the Gothic tradition was at war with the new 
liberal spirit of the Renaissance. Classical influences struggled with the mysticism 
of the Gothic spirit, whole philosophies collapsed and a new world arose from the 
ruins. 

The present book affords an opportunity to watch this spectacle as exemplified 
in the history of painting. It shows the attachment to tradition, the turmoil and 
struggle of the movement and its slow penetration towards the new, the ‘‘ modern ”’ 
spirit. 

Corrado Ricci, curator of antiquities of the kingdom of Italy, has summarised 
the work of many years in this book. He has ‘‘ placed ’’ the influence and mutual 
relations of all the painters concerned and it is thanks to his efforts that to-day 
many an artist has found the place that was his due. 

Leonardo da Vinci stands at the head of the new movement of the Renaissance 
and his influence dominates the painting of Northern Italy for a whole century. 
His personality has given rise to important problems, which the author has solved 
in this publication. Details from Leonardo’s best known pictures are reproduced. 

The school which followed Leonardo as master exercised a decisive influence 
in Northern Italy. This influence, the relation between the members of the group 
to each other, described in detail by the author, give evidence of Leonardo’s 
ereatness and of his fascinating personality. Other influences, emanating from 
other districts, also played their part, notably those which are associated with the 
princely houses, especially those of the Sforza family of Milan. Among Leonardo’s 
followers there were also those who copied his technique, coarsening his ‘** sfumato ”’ 
and distorting the famous enigmatic smile. At the same time works of great 
importance were created by such men as Andrea Solario, Giovanni Antonio Boltraffio, 
Bernardo Luini and Sodoma, whose work is represented in most of the great galleries. 

The evolution of this movement leads to Correggio who, at the end of the 
century, surpassed his contemporaries as Leonardo has surpassed his own at the 
beginning. Correggio provides the link to the Baroque style. He created problems 
which had hitherto been alien to the art of painting. He attacked the problem of 
light and shade which he loved for their own sake, in an altogether new manner. 

From the above it will be seen that the present publication deals with a 
particularly vital section in the history of Italian art. Corrado Ricci’s descriptive 
powers make the reading of his book a valuable stimulus. His book will be indis- 
pensable to all libraries, collectors, museums and to those commercially and pro- 
fessionally concerned with the art of this period.

It is an interesting fact that both Naples and Genoa, the two great Mediter- 
ranean ports, were late in shaking themselves free from the conventional form of art 
which had once been common to all Italy. The great masters of Florence, Venice 
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and Rome had solved most of the problems which beset their path long before the 
Neapolitans realised that painting meant something more than the mere repetition 
of stereotyped figures set in uncomfortable attitudes. 

It is perhaps for this reason that the study of Southern Italian art has hitherto 
been somewhat neglected. It is true that Naples produced no pioneer in the sense 
that Giotto was a pioneer; but, on the other hand, the history of Neapolitan painting 
forms, as it were, an important and significant epilogue to the history of painting in 
other parts of Italy, Raphael, Titian, Michelangelo, Correggio, had already produced 
their great masterpieces : Giorgio Vasari, the historian, had said that nothing more 
remained to be done in art. 

But from the point of view of the painters of Southern Italy there was much 
more to be done. The forms of art which had been perfected in the north had to 
be modified to suit the livelier temperament and warmer climate of the south. The 
had to be transformed into a vehicle for expressing the joyous things of this world 
as well as the spiritual things of the world to come. They had to be moulded to 
portray with startling, almost theatrical realism the livid hues of death and all the 
gruesome details of a martyrdom or an assasSination. The art of Naples and the 
surrounding districts was thus in a sense a digest of the art of other regions seen 
through southern eyes; enlivened on the one hand, by sheer sensuous enjoyment 
and on the other, sternly repressed by the leaders of the Counter-Reformation; a 
phase of Italian art growing on Italian soil that was yet under the influence of 
Arragon and Spain. 

Signor Aldo de Rinaldis, who has undertaken the task of writing the history 
of this most interesting phase of Italian art, is a scholar of repute, and holds an 
important position in the State Department responsible for the preservation of works 
of art in southern Italy. He is thus in a position to speak with the voice of 
authority and has already published a series of monographs on most of the principle 
artists who flourished in Naples. In the present volume he deals with the many 
and diverse factors which, each in its own way, played a part in shaping the 
Neapolitan school, and traces the development of art during the half-century that 
witnessed the triumphs of Battistello Caracciolo, Massimo Stanzione, Bernardo 
Cavallino, Luca Giordano, Salvator Rosa, and many another artist whose works are 
numbered among the treasures of our great collections. The history of Italian 
painting is not complete without a history of its Neapolitan epilogue.

In this book are brought together a series of illustrations covering all the varied 
aspects of Rowlandson’s genius; not only his more familiar powers as a broad 
humourist, but also his wide and keen in‘erest in life and character of every class, 
his eye for incident, his appreciation of fair forms and country scenes, and, above 
all, his outstanding ability as a draughtsman. The collection should be invaluable 
alike to the student of history and manners and to the lover of art.

Fifteenth century woodcuts and metalcuts, dotted prints and impressions in 
paste are among the earliest produc’ions of the graphic arts. Scattered over 
museums, libraries and private collections throughout the world these valuable 
artistic documents of the close of the Middle Age were for the first time brought 
together in 1891 by Mr. W. L. Schreiber, who in his Manual de l’amateur de la 
gravure sur bois et sur métal au XV siécle gave the exact iconographical description 
of all the specimens then available. 

Since that date an immense amount of new material has been brought to 
light, so that the 1891 Manuel, of which the first volumes were out of print many 
years ago, must be considered a work both incomplete and out-of-date. The new 
German Handbuch by the same author, containing the results of all the 
new investigations and discoveries made during a period of no less than 35 
years, carries the number of single prints as described in the 1891 Manuel 
from 3000 to about 5000. Thus the new publication is universally recognised 
as the standard work on the subject. The whole range of fifteenth century graphic 
and typographic art is now covered by four important series of publications which 
will supplement each other in more than one respect. While the Gesamtkatalog der 
Wiegendrucke and its pictorial complement Der Bilderschmuck der Friihdrucke 
(Schramm) will establish themselves as the foremost authorities in the field of 
fifteenth century typography and book-illustration, Schreiber’s new Handbuch and 
its pictorial complement Hinblattdrucke des 15. Jahrhunderts published by Heitz 
are the unrivalled standard works on single prints of the same period. 


In consideration of the fact that fifteenth century book-illustration is dealt 
with in the above named work by Schramm, the new Handbuch is limited only to 
the full description of single prints. The method adopted in the general arrange- 
ment of the matter and in the description of the individual items is the same as 
in the first edition. In order to preserve the old numbers of the entries which 
have become the standard for identification for 35 years throughout international 
literature, the two thousand items not referred to in the Manuel have been inter- 
polated at their proper place and are marked by letters of the alphabet. The increase 
in material brought about by the large amount of new additions has caused the work

Singer’s portrait catalogue will be something of a German counterpart to 
O’Donoghue’s Catalogue of Engraved British Portraits. Just as O’Donoghue regis- 
ters the portraits preserved in the British Museum, so Singer gives a catalogue of 
portraits to be found in seventeen large German collections. The difference, how- 
ever, is that O’Donoghue’s work is limited to British portraits only, while Singer 
presents all portraits of the collections dealt with. This feature gives the catalogue 
its universal interest. 

In the first place, the catalogue is based on the extensive collections of portraits 
preserved in the Departments of Prints at Dresden, Greiz, and Coburg. In 
addition, fourteen other German collections have been laid under contribution, 
of which registers were either extant or could easily be drawn up. But for the 
Hensel and Metternich collections at Breslau and Vienna respectively, all the other 
collections are public institutions, viz., at Augsburg, Berlin, Halle, Hannover, 
Heidelburg, Munich, Miinster, and Vienna. The work includes the whole of the 
portraits to be found in the above-named collections, regardless of nationality, 
social position, or period. 

Thus, all Kuropean nations are represented, nay all eminent personages in 
universal history, as far as engraved portraits of them could be ascertained, have 
found a place in this catalogue. As to the large masg of portraits of saints and 
persons of ancient history, only those likenesses have been selected which show 
any approach to genuine representation. In all, the catalogue will contain about 
100,000 portraits taken from more than 25,000 persons of either sex. Both persons 
and portraits are marked by successive numbers, by which they may be quoted. 

The persons represented are arranged in alphabetical order. The family name 
is followed by the Christian names, title, profession and dates. The cataloguing 
of the portraits themselves is done in three columns—First column: Artists and 
engravers; second column : Technique employed (only reproducible procedures being 
included such as drawing, engraving, woodcut, lithography, collotype, photograph, 
yet not half-tone), size, time of execution, and, eventually, some brief additional 
notes and references; third column : Location of the copies known. 

At the end of each volume there will be indices of the professions of the persons 
represented and of the artists, the latter containing the original portraitists as well 
as those who worked after their designs. On the publication of all volumes these 
two indices will combine into one, forming the concluding volume of the work. 

The ‘‘ Allgemeine .Bildnisskatalog ’’ appears in large octavo size on paper free 
from wood-pulp. Each volume will contain about 3,000 persons on ca. 20 quires 
(= 320 pages). Two volumes will be published per year, so that the entire work 
will be ready in 1933. 

Vols. I-II have appeared in 1930. They contain the preface, a key to the 
abbreviations used in the central column and for location of the copies, the descrip- 
tions of portraits from Aack to Coligny (persons 1—5,574, portraits 1—16,078), and 
two indices.

It has been claimed that the work announced herewith by Pietro Toesca far 
excels any attempt of the same kind which has been directed towards the study 
of the same subject. The author covers one of the most important periods of 
Florentine Art with a mastery and a clarity which raises his book above the level 
of a dry treatise into the realm of a penetrating synthesis. 

The problems presented by Trecento Painting in Florence are particularly 
complex and the author disentangles this complexity by lucid analysis. He has 
avoided the dry scientific dissertation and offers instead a convincing picture in 
such a way that scholar and student, collector and amateur, will read his work with 
equal pleasure and benefit.

The origins of his art are investigated and 
a subjective study based upon the inner nature of this supreme painter’s work 
forms the centre of a book which for the first time shows Giotto against the back- 
ground of his own age and points out his significance for his succeeding generations. 

In accordance with the general principles of the Pantheon Series the present 
publication is not a monograph in the proper sense of that word, but precisely by 
analysing a century of Florentine art the real greatness of its outstanding figure, 
Giotto, is perhaps seen in its proper relief for the first time. 

Particular care has been spent upon obtaining the finest possible photographs 
and reproductions therefrom. The text is printed by the famous Officina Bodoni 
and a special library binding has been designed to make the presentation of so 
important a work harmonious with the importance of its contents.

Professor Venturi attached special importance to the inclusion, in this book, 
of photographs of such details as illustrate in high relief the particular genius of 
this sculptor. Many of these pictures were taken especially for this publication

The text and the very large number of plates combine to make this monograph 
one of the most important contributions to the history of the fine arts to be pub- 
lished in recent years; further, it honours the sculptor with a literary monument 
worthy of his genius. 

Professor Venturi’s work must inevitably find a place in every library, museum 
and collection where more than a pretence is made to keep abreast of modern 
research and its publication.

In the present book, there- 
fore, the author is primarily concerned with the influence exerted by the Sienese 
‘masters throughout Italy and the whole of Europe and only secondarily with the 
minor names and the later successors of this rich and highly individual inheritance. 
For, charming as the work of pupils often is, it counts for little by the side of the 
performances of the masters who created a new pictorial universe. 

By way of introduction the author outlines the achievements of XIIIth cen- 


: 
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tury Sienese painting, and demonstrates how even at this early date we can already 
distinguish every genuine Sienese artistic trait, especially in the work of the first 
and greatest of them all—Duccio di Boninsegna. His real descendant is Simone 
Martini, the great master of Sienese Gothic. If he did not pick up all the threads 
that Duccio had thrown out, his acute sensibility for line and colour was certainly 
in advance of that of his predecessor. He transformed Duccio’s solemnity and his 
almost classical severity into the beauty of tenderness and grace and animation. 
Pietro Lorenzetti is more obviously dependant on Duccio than his brother Ambrogio ; 
but both are deeply indebted to him, and epecially in as much as he enabled them 
to become pioneers in the representation of space and landscape. The creative 
wealth and the spiritual purity and profundity of Ambrogio place him among the 
very greatest masters and his work at the pinnacle of fourteenth-century Sienese 
painting. The meagre stature of his followers is to be aseribed not so much to the 
rapid decline of the political importance of Siena towards the middle of the Treeento 
as to the unparalleled congestion of masterg in so confined an area. Creative power 
is exhausted after a period of excessive growth, and there now grew up a generation 
of painters so faithfully devoted to tradition that the development of their own 
creative personalities was stunted. It is to their credit, however, that the tradition 
to which they testify is alive. 

In this work the author, who is well known for his elaborate researches upon 
Duccio and Giotto, gives us the result of his long and comprehensive investigations. 
The resulting publication is no mere summary of previous studies reported in detail 
elsewhere, but a purely original exposition of a great and important theme, illus- 
trated, moreover, by a selection of carefully chosen reproductions of notable works, 
a great number of which have never before been published. 

Note.—In conjunction with the above work we would remind the reader of 
the companion volume by Pietro Toesca on Florentine Painting of the Trecento 
(No. 1240 of this catalogue).

This volume is the first of a series of Catalogues of the Library which the 
late Lord Brotherton designed to be a National Library for North-Eastern England. 

In this first volume, Mr. Symington has described the principal Manuscripts 
and Early Printed Books in the Library, including Classical and Illuminated 
Manuscripts and Historical Deeds and Documents dating from the XIth to the XVth 
century, together with a selection of specimens of Early Printing, dating from the 
Gutenberg Bible c. 1450 to the early XVIth century, and including works remarkable 
either for beauty of type or illustration, or interesting because of the author or 
subject. The descriptions and bibliographical notes are detailed and lengthy, and 
the work should prove to be of great utility.

The wide-spread interest that attaches to the early productions of the Iberian 
press, is in no small part due to their illustrations. Students of art and lovers of 
books are equally attracted by the marked individuality of artistic expression that 
holds a place quite of its own in the history of European engraving. Though Iberian 
incunabula have been treated bibliographically with the greatest possible fullness in 
Haebler’s well-known publications, the iconography of the subject has never yet met 
with an equally comprehensive study. 


Martin Kurz provides for the first time a complete and systematically arranged 
catalogue of all known engravings produced in the Iberian Peninsula during the 
fifteenth century. It records not only the whole of book-illustrations, but gives also 
a full review of single engravings both on copper and wood. 


Accordingly the book is divided into two main sections: Prints and book 
illustrations. 


Of Iberian single prints the author has been able to put on record seven copper- 
engravings and two woodcuts, all of Spanish origin. They are given a very detailed 
description, inasmuch as each of them has survived in one copy only. The earliest 
engraving is a Catalan portrait of Don Carlos de Viana (about 1462-63). Of three 
other prints the names of the artists could be ascertained : Francesc Domenec and 
Francesc Descds. 


The main body of the work is occupied by the description of book illustrations. 
Here the author passes in review 372 books and broadsides, including also such 
incunables as are remarkable for their historiated initials, border-pieces, and printers’ 
marks, 


The description of these illustrations contains bibliographical notes about the 
work itself: author, short-title, language, place of printing, printer, date, size, works 
of reference, facsimile reproductions, and the original title or the beginning of the 
text. Then follows an enumeration of the illustrations, each item containing the 
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running number, indication of leaf, signature, technique, subject represented, inscrip- 
tion, size, reproductions, and, finally, location and condition of copies known. 

At end is a detailed iconographic index arranged by the technique employed 
and the subject matter. This is followed by lists of artists, printers and publishers, 
places of printing, owners, table of concordance, bibliographical works, and, at last, 
of such impressions as have been excluded as pseudo-incunabula. 


The work is the result of six years of careful study. The difficulty of bringing 
together the mostly unpublished iconographic materials may be best realised by the 
fact that out of 3872 illustrated books and broadsides no less than 169 have come 
down to us in single copies which are scattered all over the world. In locating these 
copies, the author records 189 owners, of whom 64 are resident in Spain, 11 in 
Portugal, 26 in the U.S.A., 25 in Germany, 16 in England and 11 in France. 


As it stands, the work with its immense mass of detail, makes claim to 
finality. It throws open a wide and fascinating field of research which will engage 
the attention not only of the student of history and art, but also of the collector 
and every lover of fine old books.

The Collector of Incunabula and the Student of Typography will find in this 
collection, the only one of its kind, ample material for comparing the esthetic, as 
well as the historical, values of the earliest European presses. In his interesting 
and concise English text, Konrad Haebler, probably the most expert authority on 
the subject of Incunabula, gives a clear bibliographical outline of the works from 
which his Original Leaves were taken, and adds interesting and all-important details 
on the influence of the various printers one on the other; mentioning similar ‘‘ cuts 
of types ’’ used in different presses. 


In Part I., 110 Original German Incunabula Leaves were chosen from some 
of the most beautiful and epoch-making books issued by the famous presses of 
Augsburg, Bamberg, Basle, Blaubeuren, Cologne, Esslingen, Freiburg, Hagenau, 
Heidelberg, Mainz, Meissen, Memmingen, Nuremberg, Passau, Reutlingen, Speier, 
Strassburg, Tuebingen, Ulm, and Wuerzburg. 


In Part II., the 110 Original Leaves are specimens from some of the world- 
known Italian Incunabula issued by the famous presses in Bologna, Brescia, 
Cremona, Ferrara, Florence, Milan, Mantova, Naples, Padova, Parma, Pavia, Reggio 
d’Emilio, Rome, Treviso, Venice, Verona, and Vicenza. 


In Part III., the shortest but not the least interesting of the series, because 
of the extreme rarity of some of its specimens, includes 60 Original Incunabula 
Leaves (one being a beautiful genuine Caxton), taken from some of the rarest and 
most famous books printed in Netherlands (Antwerp, Delft, Deventer, Louvain, 
Utrecht and Zwolle); France (Lyons, Paris, Rouen, Poitiers, Toulouse, and Vienne) ;

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Each original Leaf is nicely mounted, with an explanatory label. Only 100 
copies were put out of the English edition, and but one or two sets remain.

The author’s previous works on printing in the roman letter are written from 
a fresh point of view—that of the collector interested rather in the beauty than in 
the archaeology of books. His studies therefore have drawn attention to many 
printers whose merits had not hitherto been recognised by those collectors whose 
appreciation of books is based upon historical considerations. Although an undeniable 
fascination attaches to every member of that class of books known ag incunabula, 
ive. books published during the fifteenth century, it cannot be gainsaid that many 
of the productions of this period are more conspicuous for their archaeological than 
for their aesthetic interest. A volume of first-class facsimiles selected in accordance 
with a high typographical standard is now available, and collectors of books of the 
fifteenth century will be grateful for Mr. Morison’s new volume. Limiting himself 
to the consideration of the German books printed in that country, the author has 
selected from the uniquely rich and representative British Museum collection, one 
hundred and fifty-two of the best examples of Gothic composition. These plates 
exhibit only the finest specimens of that classic Black Letter, unrivalled in its 
stateliness, with which printing made its début and which was so soon to fall into 
decline. No fewer than half the plates are in two colours, and while the volume 
deals only with typography not a few of the pages embody examples of woodcut 
illustration. ; 
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
